1,900 Jews Perish 
GHASTLY DETAILS LEAK OUT

Shot on Forced Trek 


Details of one of the most frightful ‘massacres in 
Jewish history perpetrated by the Nazis in the Chelm 
district of Poland at the beginning of last mont have 
now become available. through the ®ewish Telegraphi. 
Agency. It ts clear that the massacre, brief reports 
of which have already been published, exceeds in 
brutality even those of 800 Jews which the Nazis carried 
out in Przemysl last September. The exact number of 
the victims, who came from the towns of Chelm and 
Hrubieszow, in the Lublin province, cannot be ascer- 
tained, but a conservative estimate puts the figure at 
1.900, 

On Thursday evening, November 30, the Nazi 
authorities in Chelm ordered all Jewish males between 
the ages of fifteen and sixty to appear the next day at 
S30 am. in the market square. No reason for this 
order was given, and the authorities took twenty 
prominent Jews as hostages to ensure that it would be 
carried out, 

Many Jews, fearing the worst, fled from. the town 
overnight. The majority, however—about 2,000 
appeared in the market square at the specified time. 
They were surrounded by Nazi auxiliary police, S.S. 
men, and a small detachment of soldiers with machine- 
LUNs. 

A Gestapo officer then delivered a short speegh in 
which he said that as Jews were responsible for, the war 
and all Jews were the mortal enemies of Gerthany, the 
Cheim Jews had been sentenced by the Nazi authorities 
io be deprived of their civil rights and to be expelled 
irom the town. The sentence, the officer added, was to 
be carried out immediately, and all the assembled Jews 
were to be taken to the Soviet frontier. 

Atter this address. the Jews were ordered to line up 
in military formation. They were told to surrende:

AID FOR PALESTINE CITRUS 


Government to Provide Freightage 
JEWISH-ARAB CO-OPERATION 


_ The British Government have made arrangements for 
‘reighting a substantial portion of the Palestine citrus 
CTOp. 

A conference of citrus growers, Arabs and Jews, 
opened last week at Petach Tikvah. It was attended by 
a large number of representatives of private growers 
and labour settlements. The attendance of about 
hundred Arabs was the most striking feature of the 
gathering. They included Mukhtars and Sheikhs of 
twenty-five Arab centres, and were cordially welcomed 
by the conference, which was organised by the Jewish 
growers. 

Mr. M. Smilansky and other Jewish representatives 
urged that the Government should take immediate steps 
(0 save the industry. Many of the Arab representatives, 
Supporting the Jewish growers, referred to the common 
interests of Jews and Arabs in regard to citrus. 

The conference, which lasted a whole day, concluded 
with the appointment of a delegation, consisting of 
Seven Jews and seven Arabs, to interview the authorities 
in Jerusalem and submit proposals to the Government.

THE DEPUTIES AND ITS PROBLEMS 


Dr. Brodetsky’s Address 
ARMY CHAPLAINCY QUESTION 
A New Refugee Appeal 


Proressor S. Bropetsky (Leeds, United), the newly- 
elected President of the Board of Deputies, made a 
statement on the functions, machinery, and problems of 
the Board at last Sunday's meeting at Woburn House, 
Upper Woburn Place. 

At the beginning of the meeting a large number of 
questions were put under the item on the agenda ~ Questions 
to Officers and Chairmen of Committees.” 

One question related to the appointment of a Jewish 
Chaplain. Mr. A.’G. BrotmMan, the Secretary, read the 
following statement upon the subject which had been 


received from the Senior Chaplain’ to H.M._ Forces, 
Dayan M. Gollop: 


CHAPLAINCY IN FRANCE 


In spite of all efforts by the Jewish War-Services Committee, 
the War Office has been unable to appoimt a Jewish Chaplain 
to the B_E.F. but it is hoped that the difficultics will be sur- 
mounted and a Chaplain will be gomg out to France within 
the next few weeks. | 


CHAPLAINCY tN ENGLAND 


In addition to the two Commissioned Chaplains, no less 
than 36. Minrsters have been appointed by the Mibulitary 
Authorities as Othciating Chaplams to various stations and 
districts throughout the country Besides these Officiating 
Chaplaims, there are now 12 Visiting Ministers to the Jewish 
troops stationed w.thin casy access of their Congregations. | 

Ihe organisation of the Jewish Chaplamcy Service has 
reached a stage where it can be stated definitely that religious 
ministration is available to troops stationed im almost every 
part of the country, as far as the disposition of the Military 


permits. It must, however, be borne in mind that there are 
very small scattcred units up and down the country which are 
almost maccessible, and -vesits to ther stations almost im- 
possible. There ss the turther difhculty of some parts of the 
country which are far removed trom Jewish Communities 
making visitation to the troops exceedingly difficult 

In all cases of men who are known to be serving, contact 
is made and .maintained. by -correspondence from. the

Appeals Tribunal for Category “ B” 


In reply to another question, PROFESSOR BRODETSKY said 
that an Appeal Tribunal was fo be appointed in the near 
future to deal with appeals by. refugees placed in 
Category “ B.”. Another questioner asked if any steps were 
being taken to approach the new War Minister with regard 
to the removal of the word “Jew” from the soldier's 
identity disc, and Tut PResipeNT rephed that the matter 
would be considered 

Mr. A. S. Diamonp (West London), the Chairman of the 
law and Parliamentary Committee, moved the report of the 
(Committee, in which it was stated: 

Ihe Committee received a report of the ‘work carried out by 
the Public Relations Officer This dealt. in the first place with 
the activities of the Central Jewish Committee for Problems of 
Pvacuation, of which the Public Relations Officer is Secretary. 

Ihe Pubhe Relations Officer also dealt with a number = of 
complaints made against Jews im regard to such matters as 
handiordism, alleged price-cutting, and the con- 
duct of Jewish evacuees 

In all. case who had made the complaint expressed 
appreciation of. the Board's endeavours in their behalf, 

With the co-operation of the editor of the “Jewish Year 
Book,” it has now been possible to indicate in that annual such 
charities as have obtained registration 

Mr. DtaMmonp said that the Law and Parliamentary 
Committee, unlike the Joint Foreign Committee, had yo 
power to co-opt any members. But now that Mr. Neville 
Laski was unfortunately no longer a member of the Com- 
mittee, Owing to his resignation from the Presidency of the 
Board, the Committee had unanimously decided to invite 
him to their future meetings, although they had no power to 
co-Spt him.

DEFENCE MEETINGS PROBLEM 
And the Anti-Jewish Siogans Nuisance 


Nir. M. Gorpon LivermMan, J.P. (Dublin. United). the 
newly-elected Chairman of the Jewish Defence Committee, 
made a statement on that Committee's work. 

It was a great encouragement to him, he said, and a 
source of satisfaction to the Committee, that they would still 


have the advantage of Mr. Neville Laski as a member of. 


the Committee. 

The policy of the Defence Committee was constantly 
under review, he continued, and all developments arising 
from the circumstances of the war were carefully watched. 
He referred to two matters of topical interest, with which 
the Committee was dealing. The first was the question of 
reopening the out-door meetings activities. On the face of 
it the question seemed to admit of only one answer and 
that in the affirmative, but there were many other considera- 


tions to be studied, and he would ask those who criticised 
their apparent inaction to be patient. There would be no 
drifting on that matter. 

The second question concerned the anti-Jewish slogan 
nuisance. They had been successful in many cases in 
getting slogans removed, but the task was beset with a 
number of difficulties. In THe JewtsH CHRONICLE a week 
or two ago they asked the Community to write and tell 
them when they saw such slogans appear. In most cases 
individuals and organisations in the localities concerned 
could do a good deal and in fact were doing much them- 
selves to remove the offensive inscriptions. 

Mr. Liverman made an appeal to all members of the 
Community to help by writing to them and acting as ™ the 
eyes and ears” of the central body to whom they had a 
right to appeal in difficulty and whom the Board would 
belp in every possible way. 

As they would have learnt from the report of the Law 
and Parliamentary Committee, he concluded, the Defence 
Committee was working hand in hand with the Central 
Committee for Evacuation Problems, the tasks of which 
included the very important one of maintaining good rela- 
tions between guests and hosts in the evacuation areas, an 
aspect which was directly pertinent to the activities of the 
Defence Committee. 


Jews in the Army 


Mr. F. M. Lanpau (Cricklewood), in the course of 
the discussion, drew attention to the use being made by 
the anti-Semites of the figure which had been published of 
Jews in the British Expeditionary Force. Steps should be 
taken, he urged, to ascertain the (ip per figures. 

Sir Roperr Wacey Conen, K.B.E. (United Synagogue), 
said there were a number of misapprehensions on this sub- 
ject. In the first place, the figure published of 243 was 
not based on any official statistics, as he knew on high 
authority, and was without any foundation. In the second 
place. all these remarks seemed to be a reflection of the 
period when this country was based on voluntary enlist- 
ment. The numbers who were in France were those who 
had been ordered fo France, and it was very important to 
realise that this was so 

With regard to the question of a Jewish Chaplain in 
France, Sir Robert said the situation there was entirely dif- 
ferent from .what it was on the last occasion, because this 
time the Army was spread out over a wider area and, 
therefore, the sending out of a Chaplain would not assist 
in ascertaining the number of Jews there. 

“On the other hand,” he said, “we do feel it is 


enormously necessary to have a Jewish Chaplain in France. 


for the religious comfort of the Jewish members of His 
Majesty's Forces. The War Office recognises that, and 
they have promised to arrange the matter as soon as they 
possibly can.” There were in this war very great difficulties 
that did not exist in the last war, but it was hoped that a 
Jewish Chaplain would be able to visit France in the very 
near future. 


Rousing the Community 


Mr. W. M. Domep|! (Order Achei Brith and Shield of 
Abraham) urged that the new Executive should make it a 
primary task to examine the question of how it could arouse 
the Community. to work on behalf of Jewish defence. 

Mr. LIVERMAN said that if every member would apply 
immediately for a few copies of “ The Jews of Britain,” by 
Mr. Sidney Salomon (it was in a sixpenny edition now), and 
see that they were distributed to their non-Jewish friends, 
they would be definitely rendering some service in the 
direction of Jewish defence. 

Mr. Goprrey CHEerns (Grand Order of Israc! and Shield 
of David) again raised the question of the religious welfare 
of the children in the isolated areas. 

Dre. M. Erstem (United Synagogue) said he would like 
the Board to know that these isolated children had not been 
entirely neglected. The Emergency Committee, which was 
charged with looking after their religious education, had at 
least done one thing for them. Through the kind offices of 
a prominent member of the Community, funds were being 
provided to send out a monthly bulletin to each of these 


_ isolated children, so that, at any rate, they were in touch 


with them to that ‘extent. 
S'k Robert Watey COHEN said that he thought it was a 
matter of great gratification that some 70 new centres of 


- Jewish religious education had been established throughout 


the country. It had, of course, cost a great deal of money 
and the Community would have the opportunity very 
Shortly of making its contribution towards the cost. 

Sir Robert, who called it a_ vital question of Jewish 
defence, said that immense trouble had been taken and an 
immensely successful organisation had been established 
with regard to the Jewish religious education of children in 
the evacuated areas and of children returning from them. 

The report was adopted. 

Peoressor Bropetsky then made his statement to the 
Board. He formulated the principle that: 


The Board must be the recognised central institution in. 


Anglo-Jewry; it must be independent, democratic, representa- 
tive of every section in the Community, and not subservient to 
any person or section imside the Board, or to any person, 
group, or organisation outside the Board. 

Independence, however, did not mean isolation. Taking 
apventens of their tradition of co-operation, and of the 
ecent development of this tradition under his predecessors, 
they should aim at an independent Board of Deputies, 
working in consultation and collaboration with other 
organisations for the purpose of safeguarding the life and 
happiness of Jews. The Board should not display any 
preferences in regard to this collaboration, which must be 
comprehensive and unprejudiced. (Applause.) 


PRESIDENT RENEWS HIS UNITY PLEA 
New Executive as Binding Force 


It was their duty, said THe Presipent, to associate with 
the Board all available Jewish loyalty and energy in the 
Community. In the Executive Committee they had the 
means of bringing about a greater union of Jewish elements 
in this country. 

He was glad to be able to say that his conversations 
with persons inside and outside the Board had confirmed 
his conviction that there was a general desire for the 
fullest measure of Anglo-Jewish co-operation. He 
thought it would be found, when the complete Executive 
Committee was constituted, that so far from recent events 
producing any division in the Community, there was 
every prospect of a drawing together in friendly collabor- 
ation of all sections of the Community. (Applause.) 
The Board must also aim at producing a union between 

the whole complex of Jewish opinion represented by inde- 
pendent Jewish communities in other countries, and by 
international Jewish organisations. (Applause.) 

There was no single formula for that complicated issue 
known as “ The Jewish Problem.” The problems of Jewry 
were a complex mosaic, and as a part of the mosaic, it was 
their duty as citizens of this country and Empire to uphold 
their citizenship. It was not merely an act on behalf of 
Anglo-Jewry; it was an act dn behalf of the principle of 
democratic citizenship, and therefore on behalf of all men, 
including Jews, everywhere. 


Duties of Citizenship 


When he spoke of their citizenship, he did not of course 
mean only their privileges as citizens, but also their obliga- 
tions as citizens to contribute by military and civil national 
service to the safety of the country and its freedom and 
prosperity. And their obligations as citizens could not be 
dissociated from their Jewish obligations. The proper 
Jewish upbringing of their children was part of their con- 
tribution to the future stability and greatness of the country. 


If they could not lay down a formula now for the safe- 
guarding of Jewish rights in Central and Eastern Europe 
when the war was over, there were two things they could ao, 
urged the President. The first was to set up an extended 
machinery of the Board to collect all the necessary informa- 
tion, so that the Executive Committee and the Joint 
Foreign Commitice might have at their disposal all the 
requisite knowledge, and in collaboration with other 
Jewish bodies might begin as soon as possible to study the 
matters and evolve some general line of policy, and. be 
ready for-the formulation of a definite policy when the 
shape of things to come in Europe became clear. The 
second was to clarify certain principles, namely that they 
rejected any view that Jews living in Central and Eastern 
Europe had an inferior civil status to their non-Jewish 
fellows (applause) and that any theory that the problem 
of the Jewish population of any country was to be solved 
by discrimination, expropriation, or expulsion must be 
banished from political life. 

Dr. Brodetsky said he saw no reason why in the future the 
problem of Palestine should be such as to make such 
amicable discussion and decision impossible. (Applause.) 

Finally, he came to the problem of the refugees. There 
was the problem of the refugees in this country, not 
entirely a financial problem. Rarely had the moral great- 
ness Of Great Britain manifested itself so magnificently as 
in the generosity and humanity of the treatment of the 
German refugees in the present war. (Applause.) Jews 
would never forget that. But problems still existed. 

But the problem of the refugees megnt the great problem 
of emigration which would arise affer the war. When 
peace returned to Europe, there fmould be hundreds of 
thousands, perhaps millions, of Jew\, and others, with no 
shelter, no employment, no basis of eQjstence. They could 
not prepare a detailed policy now to deal with that problem, 
but they must prepare lines of approach. 

THE PRESIDENT presented the report of the Joint Foreign 
Committee, in the unavoidable absence of Mr. Leonard J. 
Stein (Anglo-Jewish Association). The report dealt with 
the situation of the Jews in Europe. It also mentioned 
that Mr. Neville Laski had been unanimously co-opted a 
member of the Committee. 


The Polish Refugees 


A discussion took place on the position of Polish refugees, 
and Yuestions were asked on the subject of an appeal. 

PROFESSOR BRODETSKY said the question of the German 
refugees who were in this country was a special matter 
which was being dealt with by means of an appeal which 
would be made in the near future, and the details of which 
would be published within a few days. The arrangements 
in connection with this appeal were of such a character 
that the pooling of work on behalf of refugees who came 
from the Greater German Reich and refugees who came 
from outside the Greater German Reich was not possible, 
practically. Therefore, that appeal would go on as had 
been arranged. 

The question of help for Polish refugees who had left 
Poland owing to German aggression, however, was a matter 
which had to be dealt with by the Community. A con- 
sultation would be held within two or three days between 
representatives of those who worked particularly on behalf 
of the Polish refugees. and others, and the whole problem 
would be carefully considered by the new Executive.

GRAND ORDER SONS OF JACOB 


Annual Conference 
NEW MEMBERS IN WAR-TIME 


The Annual Conference of Grand Lodge of the Grand 
Order Sons of Jacob was held at the Three Nuns Hotel. 
London, recently. Bro. J. Heller, Grand President. 
presided, assisted by Bro. A. Wolffe, Grand Vice- 
President. 

The Grand President, in his address’ referring to the work 
which had been done by the Executive Council during the 
past year, mentioned the many difficulties which they had 
had to contend with, particularly since the outbreak of 
war. Since that time, the management of the Order had 
been vested in the Emergency Committee of Management. 

Their policy, continued Bro. Heller, had been’ to take 
the utmost precautions for safety and at the same time to 
carry on the necessary work of their movement as far as 
possible with all the vigour and with the same benefits as 
before the war. Events had proved that that policy had 
been entirely justified. 


The Accounts 


Speaking on the accounts, he said that while they had 
been presented formally for the year up to June 30, 1939, 
the war had caused changes in both the methods and cost 
of administration. The transfer of the Head Office to 
Wyberlye Convalescent Home had effected a consider- 
able ecgnomy in the cost of administration. 

Benefits payable during the past year had amounted to 
no less than £3,390, in respect of death benefit and Con- 
valescent Home dues, said the Grand President. Central 
Benevolent Fund grants were no less than £235, £100 was 
donated from the Palestine Benefit Fund, £109 was given 
to special appeals for the Polish Fund. Refugees Fund. and 
the Deputies’ Anti-Defamation Fund. Since June 30, benetit 
claims in respect of the death of members and wives of 
members had. amounted to £970. Sickness experience in 
the Lodges had happily been lighter than usaal, 

Ihe Convalescent Home Fund and the Refugee Children’s 
Fund (there are fifty refugee children at the Home) gave 
them the greatest cause for anxiety, and the war had 
resulted in a considerable drop in revenue in each of the 
iwo funds. Certain recommendations would be placed 
before the Grand Lodge in due course, which tt was hoped 
would adequately deal with the problem. The Grand Presi- 
dent appealed to the Lodges to do their best to resume 
the payments to the Refuge¢ Fund which they had guaran- 
teed and in connection with which the Order had agreed 
to accept a further number of children at “ Wyberlye.” 


War Injuries Pool 


Bro. Heller dealt with the special risks arising out of 
the war. He was glad to report, he said, that twenty-six 
(the majority) of the Lodges had agreed to enter the War 
Injuries Pool, The broad principle underlying the scheme 
was that the Lodges entering it should undertake to share 
proportionately according to their membership the risks 
of the benefits payable for. injuries sustained from aerial 
hombardment 

Dealing with the question of the introduction of additional 
membership. the Grand President said that the Emergency 
Committee of Management had considered this problem 
from’ many aspects and particularly from the point of view 
of the added risks. The developments of the war had shown 
that some of those risks were even insurable, whereas 
liability for military service and its attendant risks still 
remained a difficult problem. It had been decided to

SEMINAR FOR JEWISH YOUTH 
Opening Ceremony 
ZIONISM A PHILOSOPHY OF LIFE 


Under the auspices of the Jewish Youth Institute, Gt. 
Russell Street, W.C., the Seminar for Jewish Youth was 
opened on Sunday afternoon at the Rose Hertz Hall of 
the Communal Centre, Woburn House. Mr. Aubrey S. 
Eban (who presided), Mr. H. M. Adler. Dr. Brodetsky, 
and Dr. Rawidowicz were the principal speakers. 

Mr. Eban, after giving a history of the Institute since 
its inception eighteen months ago (details of which were 
briefly given in our last issue), said that they were pre- 
paring their members to take part in the communal and 
national life of the Jewish people. They had tried to unify 
Jewish youth movements which laboured under great hard- 
Ships, and had secured the co-operation of nine of the 
largest of them. 

Mr. H. M. Adler, Director of Jewish Education: said that 
the Institute was setting out on a vast undertaking with the 
true spirit of Jewish pioneers. They were out not so much 
to educate others but to educate themselves. The leaders 


who went out from that Institute would be confronted 
openly and directly with questions about Jewish life, and 
to be able adequately to reply to their hearers they must be 
well equipped with the knowledge of their people. 

The knowledge learnt by tie young students at that 
Seminar, said Dr. Rawidowiz was only a repetition of the 
knowledge gained by their forbears of old. What present- 
day Jewry needed was to go back and relearn the sources ot 
their history and literature. 

Dr. Brodetsky expressed his joy that the Seminar had 
been started at the Institute for Jewish Youth. In Western 
countries they had not given their Jewish youth the oppor- 
tunity to use themselves in the right direction. Zionism, for 
instance, was to a large extent a mere episode in their lives. 
In England it always seemed difficult to assert one’s Jewish 
life. The best Jewish Englishmen in the country were the 
best Jews in the country. In the Western countries there 
was almost a complete lack of understanding of what 
Zionism stood for, The settling of Jews in Palestine was 
not Zionism, added the Professor. Zionism meant a deep 
study of the Jewish position, it was a philosophy of Jewish 
life. He hoped that the Seminar would produce leaders 
able to present to their hearers Jewish life based on a know- 
ledge of the past and the present. and with some conception 
of the ideals of the future. A knowledge of the Hebrew 
language was most essential. 

Mr. Eban thanked the speakers and paid a tribute to 
Mr. Z. Vardy for his good work for the Institute. Mr. 
Vardy responded.

BOLSHEVISM DISSECTED 


A Study in State and Party Power 
Stalin: A Critical Survey of Bolshevism. By Boris 
SouvarRine. Secker and Warburg, 15s.

Mr. Souvarine’s book is not so much a biography as the 
laying down of foundation stones for a future biographer 
of the Russian dictator. 

It is a very conscientious and objective piece of work. 
Assuredly it is no panegyric that Souvarine writes. But it 
is no satire either. The painstaking and erudite attorney 
has collected his material with the utmost diligence, from 
documents and facts. Only an ex-Communist could be in 
possession of so intimate and profound a knowledge of the 
matter. 

It is a pity that this objective and really scientific study 
should be limited in its appeal by reason of its bulk, for it 
should be read by all Stalinite believers. It would shake the 
very foundations of the edifice of their faith. 

Souvarine’s. book demonstrates clearly that Stalin is a 
blend of brutality and malice. Every attempt at a scientific 
biography of Stalin involves the greatest difficulty because 
the dictator as far as possible has always carefully removed 
any document or witness which might in any way become 
mMconvenient to him. 
ing some light on the mysterious beginnings of Stalin. 

Of special interest is the report of the early years of the 
party life of the dictator in the Caucasian organisation. 
There, and at that time already, Stalin’semost outstanding 
ability-—that of intrigue--came to light. 


The Machine Devours the Man 


Very instructive, also, is the chapter on the struggle for 
Lenin’s heritage. The author throws light on the riddle 
of how Stalin, obviously the least gifted intellectually 
amongst the rival claimants, triumphed over them. 
Souvarine’s book is of extraordinary importance as a con- 
tribution to the knowledge of European politics, especially 
on the subject of the seizure of state-power by a party; for 
the history of Bolshevism is the. history of a _ party 
apparatus which evolved as a state-power. It illuminates 
still another problem: how the apparatus generally tends 
to devour man 

The Bolshevist revolution starts out todiberate the people, 
but ends up in the absolute enslavement of them. | History 
hardly knows of another such. example of drastic 
“heterogeny of aims.’ But Bolshevism tries to whitewash 
this enslavement, so that it shall appear as the highest form 
of freedom. Thus the legend is started of a Paradise in 
Russia under the semi-Godhead of Stalin. 

No student of dictatorship and the party-state, still less 
the student of Stalin’s dictatorship, can afford to neglect this 
hook of Souvarine §. 


NATIONALISM 
A Scientific Examination 


Nationalism. A Report by a Study Group of the Royal 
Institute of International Affairs. Oxford University Press.

This book contains a scientific examination of the history, 
principles, and probléms of nationalism. conducted by a 
research group of Chatham House, which completed its 
work a few months before the outbreak of war. It is 
objective. free from rhetoric and emotion, scientific and 
balanced 

One of the chapters examines Jewish Nationalism. It is 
the work of Mr. Leon Simon: and its seven pages, a model 
of conciseness,.cive an admirable account of the peculiar 
spiritual nationality of the Jew. It adopts the basic ideas of 
Ahad Ha’am, and emphasises that. the Jewish development 
of Palestine during the war reflects the two needs, the 
spiritual and material, which have produced modern Jewish 
nationalism. 

The chapter on nationalism in Asia contains some 
illuminating remarks on the Arab National Movement, and 
refers to that reductio ad absurdum of a Palestine Arab 
Nationalism, which is the result of the part played by 
accidents of European politics in creating regional Arab 
Movements. 

The part which anti-Semitism has played in the theories 
and methods of post-war national Dictatorships is ex- 
pounded in a few telling paragraphs. | 

No hopeful conclusion is reached about the elimination 
of national conflicts. There is confusion in popular thought 
concerning the “ bellicosity”’’ of Nationalism. It is not 
nationalism that leads inevitably to conflict: but rather that 
the nation is to-day the political unit in which men organise 
themselves for promoting their most important interests in 
a with other groups. And since the dawn of history 
man has been organised in groups which use force in their 
dealings with one another. 

The book is both an essential source of information and 
a stimulus to clear thought.

COULD GERMAN JEWRY HAVE 
SAVED ITSELF? 


A Novel Based on Fact 


Cold Pogrom. By Max L. Beroes.

In this book a German Jewish refugee tells the story of 
a middle-class, hard-working German Jewish family. It 
is not fiction; it is the tragedy of thousands of those well- 
intentioned German Jewish citizens who believed in German 
culture and German honesty—until it was too late. The 
author tries to attribute the tragedy of German Jewry partly 
to the “indolence of the Jewish petty burgher.” He com- 
plains that the German Jews failed to give the social 
democrats more support (mainly money), not realising that 
this party alone would have been willing to save them, 
Has the author forgotten that this party was in possession 
of all the key positions in Prussia which amounted to two- 
thirds of the Reich? When Herr von Papen, Chancellor of 
the Reich, sent a Reichswehr patrol to order the social 
democratic leaders of Prussia to vacate their offices and to 
abstain from any governmental activity they obeyed saying: 
“ This is illegal.” And all the time the republican Prussian 
police, the strongest armed force in Germany at the time, 
numbering some 300,000 men, as well as over a million of 
workers were waiting, ready to fight for freedom and right. 
This happened on July 20, 1932. Only a few months later 
Herr von Papen set up the Hitler government. 

No, German Jewry was not guilty. Herr Berges is wrong.

This is a valuable though not very profound little book. 
It has evidently been written in a great hurry, but it suc- 
ceeds in its main object. It gives plenty of material to prove 
the utter unreliability of Hitler. By his own speeches and 
writings and by the speeches and writings of his closest 
collaborators, and by the actions following and contradict- 
ing his speeches and writings the Fihrer is condemned. 

leeling deals mainly with Hitler's foreign policy and with 
his attitude towards the various countries surrounding 
Germany. In a short chapter he deals with Hitler's attitude 
towards the Jews, again basing this chapter mainly on 
Hitler's own speeches and writings. But here he merely 
secks to show Hitler’s intense hatred of the Jews, and he 
misses the opportunity to point out that even here Hitler 
remained true to his treacherous methods. 

More than once in his declarations Hitler implicitly 
promised the Jews that now their persecution was at an 
end. He said so expressis verbis after the issue of the 
Nuremberg laws; but in each case, a few months later, the 
promises were broken. 

It is a pity that Teeling did not go into this matter, too, 
but still his book is helpful and serves its purpose. 


NAZI PHRASE AND FABLE 


A Telling Compilation 


Sound and Fihrer. 
2s. 6d. 


Books illustrating the lies and contradictions of Nazi 
propaganda are now the fashion. It is depressing, but true, 
however, that much that is being written to-day amounts 
to closing the stable door after the horse has bolted. Such 
books might have been extremely valuable even as recently 
as SIX months ago. 

Rolf Tells book—or rather his compilation of Nazi 
qguotations——admirably demonstrates what is now practically 
an axiom: that.Nazi politicians are accomplished liars. By 
juxtaposing their past statements, he leaves them to con- 
found themselves, and his selection shows voluminous 
reading of the Nazi greater and lesser prophets. 

Unfortunately, he seems to imply, in the book as well as 
in the title, that the contradictions of the Nazis are evidence 
of their confusion, or even derangement, of mind: and so 
he falls into a very dangerous error. To underestimate Nazi 
cynicism and calculating opportunism is to misread the 
situation. The Nazis are not confused zealots. They are 
cool and conscious liars, suiting their words to the time and 
place, saying one thing to a particular audience, and the 
opposite, when necessary, to a different kind of audience. 

But the compiler has nevertheless produced a useful 
reference book, in which a host of utterances on “ Demo- 
cracy,” “The Press,” “The Jews,” “ Peace Politics,” and 
sO On, are very neatly classified.

Four Years, by Brian Bulman (Hutchinson, 8s. 6d.), 
contains the journal of a talented young writer, who, as a 
victim of tuberculosis, lived in Northern Italy and the Tyrol.

THE BOOKS OF CHRONICLES 


The Work of the Chronicler. By A. C. Wetcn. Oxford 
University Press. 7s. 6d.

This volume contains a recasting of the Schweich 
Lectures of 1938 and deals with problems raised by the 
Books of Chronicles. 

Biblical historians were less concerned with presenting 
an objective account of events than with pointing a moral; 
and when we possess two parallel histories, in Kings a 
Chronicles, the question immediately suggests itself why a 
second version was deemed necessary. The only possible 
answer is that the subsequent writer was dissatisfied with the 
standpoint of the earlier historian. 

The purpose which Dr. Welch set himself was to study 
the differences between. the two histories to discover why and 
when Chronicles was compiled. In his conclusions he 
disagrees with the views which are now generally accepted, 
Whereas modern scholars are unanimous in regarding it as 
among the latest sections of the Scriptures, dating from the 
third century 8.c.e.,; Dr. Welch deduces that it was written 
in Jerusalem during the Exile by a Judean who had not 
been carried into captivity. The circumstances of the time 
induced him to retell his people's story in order to demon- 
strate that national security had always been dependent 
upon faithfulness to the divine law and prophetic guidance, 

Students of the Bible who take the trouble to work care- 
fully through the closely reasoned discussion will find it a 
fascinating and original piece of research. 


THE ENGLISHMAN THROUGH 
AMERICAN EYES 


A Confidential History of Modern England. 
SoGctow. Duckworth, 5s. 


Soglow, the American artist, is well known to English 
readers, particularly for his neat. strip cartoons in various 
newspapers, the neater because, in true cartoon spirit, they 
have rarely to depend for their point on added explanatory 
words. Their satirical subtlety, clothed in apparent sim- 
plicity, makes them a joy “even to us dull English” (as 
tongue-in-cheeked Soglow might himself remark), which is 
more than can be said for most American “ strip” artists’ 
work. 

This present volume touches in parts the highest of 
Soglow’'s art, even if it does not quite live up to its title 
and its promise. The “ Englishman” of Soglow, a creature 
who always maintains his sangfroid and stolidity—and addic- 
tion to established convention, such as dressing for dinner 
even while tiger-hunting from the back of an elephant— 
derives much, apparently, from Low’s Colonel Blimp. Still, 
if the Englishman did not enjoy this book, which would be 
incredible, then he would be really as dense as Soglow 
pretends to picture him.

A GERMAN DICTIONARY 
New Edition of Cassell’s 
1939. Cassell,

Cassell’s German Dictionary, 6d. 


Cassell’s German Dictionary has for many years past 
been a standard work of reference. It was originally 
published in 1888, and between 1906, when Professor Breul 
published his revised edition, and 1934, it was reprinted, 
with constant revisions, almost twenty times. 

The work to-day represents far more than is commonly 
associated with the idea of a dictionary. It includes an 
index of geographical and proper names, a list of abbrevia- 
tions and of irregular verbs, a table of weights, measures, 
coinage, etc.; and moreover, as the publishers rightly claim, 
“ while the main aim of this dictionary continues to be the 
providing of a safe and complete guide to students of literary 
German, it has now been made more comprehensive than 
ever before by the inclusion of innumerable new terms 
dealing with the sciences, war, aviation, politics, etc. ... 
Special attention has been paid to the addition of com- 
mercial and engineering technical terms.” 

It has always been a point of pride with Cassell’s to keep 
their German dictionary up to date-—a matter of first-class 
importance for a language which during the past fifty years 
has probably undergone more extensive changes than any 
other. It is symptomatic of the growth of the German 
language (and of Cassell’s success in keeping pace with it) 
that, while the 1909 edition contained 1,343 small pages, the 
present version runs to 1,500 large pages. 


Words From “ Mein Kampf ” 


It is noticeable that not all the words in “ Mein Kampf” 
appear in this dictionary, though this is less a reflection on 
the dictionary than on the wantonly neologistic style of 
the German Fihrer. Certain essentially modern terms in 
ordinary use (e.g., auforden) have also been omitted, pre- 
sumably on the ground that they are ephemeral and likely 
to disappear long before the dictionary loses its validity. 
It is interesting, finally, to notice the development of the 
verb verjuden. In 1909 Cassell’s dictionary gave a transitive 
and an intransitive meaning for this word, “to Judaise” 
and “to adopt Jewish habits.” In 1939, we find two 
additions that reflect new times and circumstances—das 
verjudete Deutschland, “ Germany overrun by jews,” and 
Verjudung, “the increasing influence of Jewish capital, 
intelligence, and habits.” 


. A New Universal RELIGION, by Dr. A..D. Service 
(printed for the author by A. Brown, Hull and London, 2s.), 
contains a modern restatement of religious principles 
mainly based on Judaism.

DR. WEIZMANN IN U.S.A, 
Message to Mass Meeting 


PALESTINE CAN TAKE 50,000 
A YEAR 


A comprehensive programme has been mapped out 
for Dr. Weizmann’s activities in the United States during 
his stay, which is expected to last about six weeks. 

His first public appearance was last week, when a 
mass reception was given at the Mecca Temple in New 
York, at which about 6.000 people were present. Then 
the Friends of the Hebrew University gave him a recep- 
tion, and last Sunday he addressed a mass meeting at 
Baltimore. To-morrow, Dr. Weizmann will speak at 
the opening session of the Council of the Federation 
of Welfare Funds, at Detroit, at which the heads of al! 
communal fund-raising bodies in the United States wil! 
be present. 

The British and French Ambassadors have expressed 
a desire to see Dr. Weizmann during his visit. 

The Reception Committee, consisting of 1,000 people, 
includes men of great distinction in science, education, 
and other spheres, as well as Government and communal 
leaders. 

The reception at Mecca Temple was presided over by 
Dr. Stephen Wise, and among the speakers was Mr. 
LaGuardia, the Mayor of New York, who, together with 
Governor Lehman, is Hon. Chairman of the Reception 
Committee. 

Referring, in his address to the reception, to the 
economic situation in Palestine, Dr. Weizmann said 
that national capital had to step into the breach, since 
private capital could not operate on the same scale 
as it had done before the doors of Palestine were 
slammed in the face of Jewish immigrants. It was 
imperative, he said, to bend all their energies towards 
the maintenance and acceleration of a continued flow 
of Jewish immigration within the economic limits of 
the country. 

Palestine, Dr. Weizmann concluded, was capable for 
many years to come of absorbing 50,000 immigrants 
annually, without any strain on the economic structure 
of the country and without any injury to the other 
inhabitants. No other country in the world could hold 
out such promise to the homeless Jews.

Professor Selig Brodetsky criticised the restrictive policy 
of the Government with regard to immigration into Pales- 
tine in a speech to a special conference of the Jewish 
National Fund, which was held in London on Sunday. 

At the present moment there was not a Jew in the world 
who would wish to say anything which might be consid- 
ered as a desire to embarrass the British Government. At 
the same time, he could not help saying that he was dis- 
appointed at the continued policy of the Government, 
especially with regard to immigration. : 

Palestine was a country which from the point of view 
of population, position, and natural riches could become 
of the greatest and even vital value to the Allies and might 
become a serious danger if involved on the other side, 
Professor Brodetsky said. | 

Mr. Maurice Rosetté, Secretary of the J.N.F., gave a 
report on the annual conference, and Mr. Aaron Wright, 
who presided, outlined a programme of future work. 

The conference adopted a resolution, “warmly wel- 
coming” the inauguration of the “Forest of Freedom 
and calling upon all sections of the community to parti 
Cipate in “ this vital project.” 


THE POLISH YESHIVOT 
Petition for Transfer to Palestine 


A petition has been addressed to the Colomial Secretary 
by the Chief Rabbi of Palestine, Dr. Isaac Herzog, to permit 
the transference of the Yeshivot from Eastern Europe to 
Palestine. 

This petition is strongly supported by the Jerusalem 
Correspondent of THe Times, who says: “ The tragedy of 
Poland is fraught with special danger to the religious life 
of world Jewry, because it has meant the virtual destruc- 
tion of the great centres of Jewish intellectual and religious 
life. This has led to an appeal to the British Government 
to save a pathetic remnant which remains by transporting 
some of the Rabbis and scholars to Palestine. 

~ It is urged that the plea for the admission of the refugee 
scholars is inspired by no political motive, but by a desire 
to preserve for the Jewish religion the lives and scholarship 
of those outstanding spiritual leaders who are threatened 
with extinction.”

HEBREW UNIVERSITY 


Annual Report of Friends 
ENGLAND'S £12,000 LAST YEAR 


The annual report of the Friends of the Hebrew 
University of Jerusalem gives an account of the remark- 
able achievements of the University during 1939, and 
of the successful efforts of the Friends in Great Britain 
LO assist its work, 

The outstanding events were the opening of the new 
medical centre, erected at a total cost of £250,000. the 
appointment of three distinguished refugee scholars from 
Italy to the Chairs of Bible, Psychology, and Physics, 
the progress of the Agricultural Faculty and of the 
Department of Education, and the increase in the 
useful part which the University plays in the life of 
Palestine. 

The Late Humbert Wolfe's Poem 

The main event in the work of the Friends in 
England was the dinner given by the Society for the 
Protection of Science and Learning (in co-operation 
with the Friends) in June, in aid of the Refugee 
Scholars’ Fund, at the Hebrew University, and presided 
over by the Archbishop of York. The other speakers 
on that occasion were: Professor F. G. Donnan, F.R.S., 
the Rt. Hon. H. A. L. Fisher, O.M., the Rt. Hon. 
Viscount Samuel, G.C.B., the Hon. Justice Felix Frank- 
furter (of the United States Supreme Court), the 
Marquess of Reading, K.C.. and Mr. Humbert 
Wolie, C.B., who read a poem specially written for 
the occasion. A sum of nearly £4,000 was raised through 
this appeal

[he report, which contains much: other interesting 
material, shows that the Friends sent to the University 
a net sum of £8,258, and that the total sum actually 
sent to the University last year fromthe Friends and 
other sources was £11,903 towards a budget of over 
£100,000, besides £1,710 which was made available for 
Students. 

In a prefatory note, Sir Philip Hartog, President of 
the Friends, explains the need to strengthen and intensify 
the work for the University during the present crisis. 
“Our paramount need,” he says, “is tor men and 
women of vision who will see the University tn its true 
perspective, and who will, by endowment and bequest, 
set it free, if possible, from the financial uncertainty 
with which it is faced.” 

At the annual meeting of the Association of Friends 
of the Hebrew University in Tel-Aviv, it was announced 
that following the example of Dr. Kruskall, who recently 
gave his house in Rehov Hess to the University, another 
donor, Mr. E. Sarna, has presented a large building 
in Rehov Eliezer Ben-Yehuda, valued at over £P15,000. 
The building will probably be used as an Institution for 
Economics and Commerce. 


Non-Jewish Students 


Jewish students from fourteen countries are studying 
at the University, and there are also some non-Jews 
among the students. 

Ihe number of students at the Lniversity now for the 
first time exceeds 1,000... It ts expected that an Agricul- 
tural College will be’ established during the present

PROPOSED STRIKE ARMISTICE 
Important Vaad Leumi Meeting 


The control and division of all available work in the 
Yishuv was the chief subject of discussion at a plenary 
meeting of the Vaad Leumi. 

Speaking on the proposed armistice in labour disputes, 
Mr. David Remez, one of the leaders of the Histadruth, 
proposed the establishment of joint labour exchanges of 
all parties controlled by the Vaad Leumi and the Jewish 
Agency. Mr. Remez stated that if an agreement were 
reached, the Histadruth would forgo its right to declare 
strikes and organise picketing, but not otherwise. 

Dr. Altman, head of the Palestine Revisionists, demanded 
non-party labour exchanges exclusively under the super- 
vision of the Vaad Leumi. 

The debate was adjourned without any definite decision 
being taken. 

Mr. Pinchas Rutenberg, the President of the Vaad Leumi, 
announced that public works at a total cost of £800,000 
would be started by the Vaad Leumi in February. Between 
10,000 and 15,000 Jews, he said, would be employed. 


TEL-AVIV’S RELIEF SCHEMES 
How Grant Will Be Used 


About 2,500 labourers will be employed for three days 
a week over a period of eight months on a £P180,000 public 
works project to be carried out by the Municipality of Tel- 
Aviv following the receipt of the Government grant. 

The Municipal Council has already approved the expendi- 
ture of £P43,000 for drainage works, £P27,000 for seashore 
development, £P20,000 for levelling sand dunes in eastern 
Tel-Aviv, £P45,000 for road construction, £P10,000 for a 
cattle quarantine station, £P10,000 for canalisation, £P10,000 
for a central bus terminus, and £P20,000 for the planting 
of Gan Meir, a public garden. 

The Government loan of £P150,000 for the liquidation 
of the town’s indebtedness will be adequate to micet all 
outstanding accounts. 

Similarly, the Government loans of £P10,000 for relief 
road works and £P25,000 to Jaffa Municipality will be 
adequate to carry out public works which will give employ- 
ment to about half of the unemployed of Jaffa. 


Tue foundation-stone has been laid of the first fifty houses 
of the new labour suburb of Hephzibah, on the seashore near 
Hedera, which is to be erected on several thousand dunams of 
land belonging to the Palestine Land Development Company. The 
houses are being. built through loans by the Housing Com- 
mittee of the Histadruth, assisted by the Jewish Agency through 
funds of the Keren Hayesod.

IMMIGRANT DOCTORS 


Premier's Extraordinary Statement 


* THEIR HEARTS STILL WITH 
GERMANY ” 


German refugee doctors are not to be allowed to 
practise in New South Wales. 

This decision has. been made after a widespread con- 
troversy, in which the refugees received the support of 
an influential section of the Press and a large section of 
the public. They were opposed by the New South 
Wales branch of the British Medical Association. 

Defending the New South Wales Government's 
decision, Mr. Alexander Mair, the Premier, said: 
“ The determining fact is that the German doctors are 
sull nationals of a country with which Australia ts at 
war. Unless we suppose them to be differently consti- 
tuted from ourselves, their hearts are still with 
Germany.” 


MILAN JEWRY'S DISGRACEFUL 
ATTITUDE 


Rabbi Forbidden to Help Refugees 


[From our Correspondent—MILAN] 


The Milan Jewish Community does not want immi- 
grants. It therefore forbade its Chief Rabbi, Dr. Castel- 
bolognesi, some weeks ago, to take any further steps on 
behalf of the refugees; otherwise they would dissolve 
his contract as Rabbi. 

Dr. Castelbolognesi refused to desert the refugees, 
and so the Community summoned a Jewish Court of 
Justice; but as the Chief Rabbi of Rome supported Dr. 
Castelbolognesi, the’ Community was not able to 
dismiss him. He is at present on a journey to Palestine, 


“accompanying his daughter with the Youth Aliyah. 


According to the rules laid down by the Jewish Com- 
munity of Milan, no immigrant is allowed to call at the 
Committee’s office personally. | All requests must be 
written and addressed to Dr. Polacco, who daily con- 
sults Professor Faleo, formerly of the University of 
Milan, now the President of the new Committee, who 
refuses to receive anyone but Dr. Polaceo. A reply to 
a letter usually takes from -five to eight days. 


In no other place in the world are immigrants so 


badly treated by Jews as in Milan. 


MOSLEMS AID JEWS 
lFellow-Feeling in Yugoslavia 


The Yugoslay Jewish leaders are raising a fund in aid of 
the refugees. Among ihe pleasing facts mm connection with 
this fund is the action of a number of Moslems tn Bosnia, 
und especially in Serajyevo, in sending contributions. One 
aged Moslem, in asking one of the Jewish collectors to 
accept his gift. exclaimed: “ We are all brethren and the 
children of one God.” 

Sixty-two refugees who had to leave Yugoslavia during 
January, have, as a result of the efforts of Jewish leaders, 
had their stay prolonged for another three months. 


DEBATE IN BELGIAN. PARLIAMENT 
[From our Correspondent ANTWERP] 


A protest against the Government grant of eight million 
francs for the relugees was made in Parliament last week 


by a member of the Flemish Nationalist party, who said - 


that the money could be better spent on the troops. A 
spirited reply was given by the Minister of Justice, 
M. Janson. 

On the subject of recent mass imprisonments of refugees, 
the Minister said that they had passed a law which 
enabled them to prosecute all strangers who had fraudu- 
lently entered the country, and he admitted that they had 
to imprison a good many; but the prisons, he said, were so 
overcrowded that they had to stop sending people there for 
small offences.

CLOTHING AND FUR TRADES 


An Unsubstantiated Charge 
ALIENS SAID TO TAKE BRITISH JOBS 


A characteristic example of the way in which insufficient 
information can do a great deal of harm, writes a JEWISH 
CHRONICLE representative, appeared in the columns of the 
EVENING STANDARD last Saturday. 

Under the headings: “Refugees Flock to These Two 
Trades; And Britons of Army Age Are Worried,” the 
charge was made that “the increasing number of refugees 
taking employment in the clothing and fur trades is 
causing alarm among workers in those industries.” 

1 have in the case of the Clothing Trade obtained an 
official denial of this; while the London Fur Trade Asso- 
ciation refuses officially to make any comment, but remarks 

—in reply to a ‘phone-call of mine-—“ We dont know any- 
thing about it.” 

* There is positively no danger to the Clothing Trade 
from refugees,” said Mr. A. R. Rollin, the Secretary of 
the London No. 2 Branch of the National Union of 
Tailors and Garment Workers. “So far as London is 
concerned, there is an understanding between the Home 
Office and the Union that before any refugee is placed in 
the trade, the Union officers will be consulted, and the 
Union practice is not to place any refugees so long as there 
is British labour available.” 

There is actually at the moment a shortage of workers, 
especially machinists, in factories dealing with military 
work: and I understand that if refugees could do the work 
it would be in the nation’s interest to employ them. 

“From my practical experience,” said. Mr. Rollin, “I 
know that in the very large factories very few refugees are 
employed. There may be a few more in the smaller places. 
But they certainly constitute no danger.” 

The EVENING STANDARD also asserted that “in the cloth- 
ing trade men of military age have expressed dissatisfac- 
tion to their unjons at secing their places being filled by 
refugees.” 

There is nowhere a wholesale seizing of vacant jobs by 
refugees; and the Union has a clear understanding with 
the Employers’ Federation that men called up. shall be 
guaranteed their jobs on being demobilised. 

The statements above have been confirmed by Mr. 
Bernard Sullivan, the London District Secretary of the 
Union. 


WORLD UNION OSE 
Training of Transmigrant Doctors 


The scheme for helping the numerous § transmigrant 
doctors at present in London by. training them in occupa- 
tions allied to medicine, which was suspended at the out- 
break of war, is now being put into effect. 

A special course has been arranged by the Ose for training 
foreign .dental surgeons in dental mechanics. In addition 
to theoretical instruction there will be intensive labora- 


_ tory training in metal wok, including plate making, solder- 


ing. fitting and mounting teeth for metal dentures, pressure 
casting, tube and bridge work, etc. The course covers a 
period of six to nine manths, entailing ten to twelve hours’ 
work a week. Twenty-five applicants have been admitted. 

Courses in industrial bacteriology and other subjects will 
be arranged shortly. 


AUSTRALIAN VISAS FOR CZECHS 


Visas for Australia for persons who have kept their 
Czechoslovakian nationality and have passed the tribunal 
are issued if the Australian landing permit was granted on 
or before November 15. 1939, provided that nothing 
detrimental is known against the applicant. If the landing 
permit was issued before that date and has not expired 
since, applications are being forwarded to the Department 
for the Interior, Canberra, for reconsideration. Applications 
for visas are only considered if the applicant is outside 
German territory. 

Applications of persons who reside at present in England 
should be directed to Australia House, London, W.C.?: 
passport, landing permit, and registration certificate should 
be enclosed. Applications on behalf of persons who live 
in an allied or neutral country should be addressed to the 
Department of the Interior, Canberra, by way of the nearest 
British Consulate. 


THE FALSE VISA “ RACKET” 


Following the riots’ of November, 1938, in Nazi 
Germany, friends and relatives of people living in that 
country paid money for all kinds of visas, which they be- 
lieved would bring their friends out. In many cases the 
visas were useless, and the result was lost hopes and wasted 
money. 

To-day, in England, there is again a boom in visas, and 
many swindlers are attempting to make some easy money 
by selling useless visas. The public is warned to be on its 
guard. A number of: people have already been tricked, 
and some swindlers have been imprisoned. 

The best advice for those who wish to get their friends 
out of Germany is to go to the offices of the better shipping 
lines in this country. In Germany, the American Consulate 
will only guarantee visas if they are satisfied that the 
emigrant has a bona-fide ticket.

PACIFIST PROPAGANDA 
Wolves in Sheep’s Clothing 


Mr. Creecn Jones (Lab., Shipley) asked the Home 
Secretary whether all pacifist propaganda was considered 
suspicious by his Department; and, if not, what section of 
the movement demanding peace was so considered. — 

Sir JOHN ANDERSON replied: No, sir. A clear distinction 
can, and I think should, be drawn between a philosophy of 
pacifism which may be inspired by the highest motives, and 
certain forms of pacifist propaganda the origins and motives 
of which are open to suspicion. It is obviously the duty ol 
my Department to keep a watch on the propaganda of 
organisations which, for their own ends, advocate a Poe 
diametrically opposed to the declared policy of His 
Majesty's Government.” 


UNITY MITFORD 


Mr. OLiver StaNtey, the War Minister, denied that any 
special military precautions had been taken at Folkestone 
when Miss Unity Mitford arrived from Germany. 

Replying to Mr. T. Levy (Con., Elland), he said that so 
far as the military authorities were concerned, he under- 
stood that no expense was entered into by the Government 
with regard to her arrival. The normal guard was at Folke- 
stone, and for a short time two extra sentries were posted. 
Folkestone harbour was a protected place and had been 
guarded since the outbreak of war. Entry to the dockside 
was prohibited, except to those with a special permit, and 
no person with a regular permit was refused entry. 

In a written reply, Mr. Peake said Miss Mitford was 
examined in the same way as other passengers entering the 
country, but as was frequently done in the case of an 
invalid, the examination took place in her cabin. 


CALM IN PALESTINE 


Failure of Nazi Propaganda 


During the course of last week's statement on the progress 
of the war, the Premier said: “Even in those territories 
where enemy propaganda has been at the greatest pains to 
produce a reaction in Germany's favour, their campaign has 
met with strikingly little success. This ts particularly the 
case in Palestine, where, despite an intensive drive by the 
German Ministry of Propaganda, the situation is now 
calmer than it has been for some vears.” 


FRIENDLY ALIENS IN) THE ARMY 


Mr. Georrrey Manper (Lib... Wolverhampton, asked 
the Secretary of State for War the extent to which friendly 
aliens had been permitted to serve in the British Army. _ 

Mr. Ortver Stantey: “ The number of aliens accepted 
for service in the Army up to January 6 last is 905.” 

Mr. Mander: “Is it proposed to permit Czechs to enlist 
in the British Army, or will they be allowed only in the 
French Army?” 

Mr. Stanley: “ There are a certain number of stateless 
aliens and also Germans who have been enlisted. but 1 will 
look into the question whether they include any original 
citizens of Czechoslovakia.” 

CERTIFICATES 

Mr. Osperr Peake (Under-Secretary for Home Affairs) 
told Mr. GrorrrRey MANDeR (Lib.. Wolverhampton, E) that 
in some 8,000 cases the aliens tribunals had-decided not: to 
grant exemption from the special restrictions applicable to 
enemy aliens, and a scheme for a further review of such 
cases was being worked out.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


A Kingdom of Priests 


And ye shall be unto me a kingdom of priests and an 
holy nation.—Exod. xix, 6. 


It was not without a rigid preparation, physical, 
mental, and moral, that the children of Israel were to 
approach to the foot of Sinai’s mount to receive the 
Divine Revelation, the Decalogue, which was destined 
to become the fundamental basis not only of Judaism 
but of the whole civilised world. The whole of the 
chapter which precedes the Decalogue is taken up with 
those preparations, and it was only when they were 
completed that the Voice of God was heard uttering 
these deathless words. 

The Ten Commandments were to give the children 
of Israel a special position in the world. It was not a 
privileged position as some of our detractors either out 
of ill-will or ignorance would have. us imagine—and 
who, looking at the parlous position of the Jews to-day, 
or casting his eye back on the long and tragic pilgrim- 
age which is Israel's history, would dare to apply to the 
Jew the arrogant title of the Chosen People, unless in 
the sense of the Chosen People of Anguish and Tribula- 
tion, the People Chosen to be the Suffering Servant of 
God?—but a more responsible position, as the bearers 
of the Word of God in a heathen and hostile world. 

For Israel, by virtue of its ready acceptance of the 
onerous burden of the Ten Commandments, was to 
become a Nation of Priests. Surely this term means 
nothing more and nothing less than that what the 
Priest was to Israel, Isracl was to be to the nations’ 


This simple and obvious, yet certain, explanation 


throws a flood of light upon the function§ which 
the Jew has to play in the world if he is to be true to 
his mission, The priest was the teacher of Israel. 
“For the priest's lips should keep knowledge, and they 
should seek Torah at his mouth; for he is the messenger 
of the Lord of Hosts” (Mal. u, 7). The priest was the 
embodiment of, and the channel through which flowed, 
the blessing of peace to the world. “Speak unto Aaron 
and unto his sons, saving “ Thus shall ye bless the 
children of Israel, saying unto them... The Lord 
lift up his countenance unto thee and give thee Peace.” 

The priest was to establish the clear line of demarca- 
tion between what was right and what wrong, what good 
and what evil, what clean and what unclean, “ That ye 
may distinguish between holy and unholy, between 
unclean and clean.” 

And what devolved upon the priest vis-a-vis Israel. 
devolves upon Israel vis-a-vis the world! 

The Jew, were he faithful to his mission, should have 
been the teacher of the world, *the Jew should have 
brought the ineffable blessing of peace to the world. 
the Jew should have been the arbiter between mght and 
wrong, between clean and unclean, between holy and 
unholy in the world. In a word, the Jew should have 
been the spiritual impulse, the dynamic ethical urge, the 
conscience of the world. 

We Jews claim, and rightly claim, to have been one 
of the decisive and formative influences in the progress 
and development of civilisation. And in point of tact 
there are only two great cultures of the past which have 
so influenced the course of the world, Greece and Judea. 
Without them civilisation as we know tt could not have 
existed. But whereas Greece gave to the world the 
outward perfection of form and of figure, the external 
beauty which reflects itself in painting, in sculpture, in 
architecture, in drama and in athletics, in order and 
method, Israel gave to the world the internal beauty of 
the soul, of imponderable and intangible but none the 
less real things, in short, of the beauty of holiness. 
Whatever there is of moral values and of spiritual 
standards in the world, of the awareness of God and 
the urge to moral perfection, Judaism gave directly or 
indirectly to the world. We take full credit for it, but 
surely there is a debit side to the account from which we 
Shrink. If we take credit for the progress of moral 
values, must we not equally shoulder the blame for the 
progressive decline of these values in the world? Is it 
only that the world has been a bad pupil, or must we 
not squarely admit that we may have failed in our duties 
aS teachers? 

In a speech which he made in the House of Lords 
last year, Lord Snell said: ““We have lost our way 
in the confusion of the times, and we have perhaps 
too much subordinated the eternal values to material 
and temporary considerations. We may have, both as 
individuals and as a nation, to rebuild from the depths. 

Are not these words painfully, agonisingly true when 
applied to Israel; are they not a true if bitter com- 
mentary on the extent to which we have fallen from our 
divinely appointed position as a “kingdom of priests 
and an holy nation ”? 

The world is passing through one of its darkest 
phases. “The lights have gone out all over Europe 
and the blackout is complete, physical and spiritual. To 
that world, when the havoc is over, must the Jew bring 
his message of truth and justice and humanity, he must 
gird himself anew, he must return to the ancient con- 
ception of a “kingdom of priests” insisting on the 
Torah's doctrines as the sole basis of the New World,

VIENNA JEWS DIE OF EXPOSURE 


Thousands Herded in Sports Stadium 
MORE LUBLIN DEPORTEES 


_Nine thousand Jews who had been under arrest in 
Vienna since September have now been transferred to 
an open-air sports stadium, says the Jewish Telegraphic 
Aven y, where many of them have already died of 
Starvation and exposure. 

Most of them are either Polish citizens or stateless. 
Families of the victims are being informed that they 
can come to the stadium to receive the urns with ashes 
~~at a charge of 300 marks. 

It is also reported that 1,700 Jews were transported 
from Vienna to Lublin in December. Only about 300 
of them are still in Lublin, the rest having fled across 
the Russo-German frontier, Another party of Jews who 


were to have been sent to Lublin were placed instead in’ 


barracks in the Gaensbachergasse in Vienna. Food is 
provided for them by the local Jewish Community. 

Gauleiter Buerckel has introduced separate shopping 
hours for Vienna Jews. The hours in bakeries, 
butchers’, and grocers’ shops in the 2nd and 20th districts 
of Vienna are from 11 a.m. to | p.m., and in all other 
districts from 4 to S$ p.m. Retailers who disobey the 
order may be deprived of their licences.

NAZI WHO AIDED JEWS 


Heavy Sentence in Brestau 


\ curmous trial has been held in Breslau, in which a 
pure “Aryan” and member of the Nazi Party, Alfred 
Ditrich, appeared on a charge of assisting Jews to obtain 
food and to conceal their property from the Nazis... It 
appeared that the accused, who was strongly opposed to 
the persecutions, had decided to help as many Jews as 
possible in their distress. Unfortunately, he was 
denounced by other Nazis. The sentence was twenty- 
one months’ imprisonment. 

[he Nazi Press reports that fourteen German peasants 
living near the German-Polish frontier in East Prussia 
have been heavily punished for helping a starving group 
of Jewish refugees. In court the peasants related that 
they were deeply moved at the plight of the Jewish 
party, among whom -were a number of children, and 
that as human beings they offered them food and shelter. 
Ihe court ruled that. the peasants, in protecting Jews 
escaping from the Nazi zone of Poland, had committed 
an act of treason. In: addition to fining them. 2.000 
marks € ich. il ordered them to surrendet part of their 
land and cattle to the State. The refugees were taken 
back to Poland. 


VON NEURATH TRIES AGAIN 


Forcing Anti-Semitism on Czechs 


Herr van Neurath, the Protector of Bohemia and 
Moravia, has imposed heavy new taxes on the Jews to 
enable the Nazi Government in Berlin to meet its war 
expenditure. The impoverished Jews are thus obliged 
to part with their last savings. 

The Protector has meanwhile entrusted to Generals 
Gajda and Kanofka, and to the notorious Viajka group, 
the task of organising the anti-Jewish campaign. = 

Reports of the formation of a new anti-Semitic 
organisation, known as the “Czech National Camp,” 
led by Jan Rvs, former editor of the VLAIKA, are pub- 
lished in many German newspapers. Members known 
as * Viajkari ” are organised in uniformed units and give 
the Hitler salute. One of their principal demands ts the 
introduction of the Nuremberg laws. 

In conjunction with Moravian Fascists, under the 
leadership of Jaromir Vala, the ~ Camp has organised 
a National Committee of Action which seeks“ to open 
the eves of the Czech people to the racial problem. 
The Committee publishes. five anti-Semitic propaganda 
sheets. | 

The Nazi Press is particularly anxious to represent 
this anti-Semitic movement as not being inspired by 
the Germans, who have merely ~ given to the anti- 
Semitic elements the possibility ol free development.’ 

But in spite of its “ free development, anti-Semitism 
finds it hard to acclimatise itself in the Protectorate. 
The Nuremberg laws are still awaiting promulgation; 
nor do the Czechs allow themselves to be deceived by 
the false nationalism of the “ Viajkari” and others.

NEW RESTRICTION ON ITALIAN 
JEWS 


Must Not Let Rooms to “ Aryans” 


Hopes that the Italian Government would relax its 


anti-Jewish measures are dashed by a report from Rome ~ 


that further restrictions are being introduced. 

Italian Jews have now been forbidden to rent rooms 
to “Aryans,” according to an order of the Ministry of 
the Interior circularised to the police in all provinces. 
The order applies to furnished rooms with or without 
board, and does not affect the letting of apartments and 
flats by Jewish owners. 

When the Italian Jew-laws deprived a great mass of 
Jews of their means of livelihood, many of them began 
letting spare rooms to keep the family going. A few 
bought boarding houses. Now, however, even this 
means of eking out a bare existence has been taken 
away from them. | 


THE VATICAN’S GESTURE 
Dismissed Jews Invited to Scientist Congress 
Two Italian Jews, Professor Tullio Levy-Civita and 
Professor Vito Volterra, have been invited to take part 
in the forthcoming congress in Rome to investigate the 
age of the world as a sign of the Vatican’s opposition to 
racialism. The congress, says the CATHOLIC HERALD, is 
organised by the Pontifical Academy of Sciences. 
Both professors were expelled from Rome University 
in 1938 under the Jew-laws, and they were invited to 
the Pontifical Academy by the late Pope, Pius XI.

MAROONED ON THE DANUBE 
Plight of 2,800 Fugitives 


{from a Correspondent) 


The plight of 2,800 Jewish refugees from Poland, 
Austria, and Czechoslovakia, who arrived on five barges 
in Sulina, the Rumanian Danube port, at the end of 
November, and who are now unable to proceed, has 
aroused world-wide compassion. 

The passengers include doctors, merchants, women, 
and ninety-five children (two of them born on board). 
The amount of money allowed them by the Nazis was 
sufficient only to take them to Sulina. They hope to 
get to Palestine. At present they are without food and 
fuel—the cold ts intense—and two of them have died. 

Local Jewish organisations are helping them to the 
best of their ability, and the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee is reported to have sent on the passage money. 


JEWISH AID FOR TURKISH EARTHQUAKE 
VICTIMS 


An Official Tribute 


The Governor-General of Istanbul, Dr. Lutfi Kirdar, 
has paid a glowing tribute to the help given by the Jews 
of Turkey to the earthquake victims (among whom, it 
is believed, were a number of Jews). 

“ Our Jewish fellow-citizens,” he said, “ have contri- 
buted generously and spontaneously to the relief of the 
popuiation in the distressed areas I consider it to be 
my duty to give them full credit for their contributions.” 

The influential dailies Tan and AKSHAM also pay 
tribute to the Jewish effort and attack the anti-Jewish 
CuUMHuRIYET, which has been accusing the Jews of 
inadequate aid. The Jews, the TAN declares, top the 
lists of individual contributors to the relief fund. 


It is reported from Istanbul that the Ashkenazi Com- 
munity has decided to dissolve voluntarily and to merge 
with the Sefardi Community, which is the only officially 
recognised body in Turkey.

STATES ” 


Revelation of Nazi Aims 
FRENCH GOVERNMENT'S YELLOW BOOK 


The importance which the Nazi Government attaches 
to the fomenting of anti-Jewish persecution in foreign 
lands is made clear in a dispatch which M. de Lacroix, 
former French Minister to Prague, sent to M. Georges 
Bonnet, former French Foreign Minister, on February 7, 
1939, and which is now published in the new French 
Yellow Book. 

M. de Lacroix describes a talk with M. Chvalkovsky, 
former Czechoslovak Foreign Minister, after the 
latter's return from Berlin, where he had had an inter- 
view with Hitler and Ribbentrop. 

What seemingly struck M. Chvalkovsky most was 
the stress laid by Hitler and Ribbentrop on the Jewish 
problem, which was quite opt of proportion to the 
importance attached by them to other subjects. Both 
insisted that it was impossible for Germany to grant a 
guarantee to a State which had not eliminated the Jews. 

“ Do not emulate the sentimentality and slowness we 
have displayed in solving this problem,” the two states- 
men are said to have declared. “Our kindness was 
weakness and we regret it. This vermin must be sup- 
presed. The Jews are our sworn enemies, and at the 
end of this year there will not be a single Jew left 
in Germany. It ts not the French, nor the Americans, 
nor the English who are responsible for the difficulties 
in our relations with Paris, London, or Washington. 
It is the Jews who are responsible for them. We shall 
tender similar advice to Rumania, Hungary, and so on. 
Germany will try to establish a bloc of anti-Semitic 
States, for she could not treat as a friend any State where 
the Jews, cither through their economic activities or 
through their occupation of high public positions, retain 
any influence.” 


THE ANTI-JEWISH WEAPON 


Famous Editor's Analysis 


[From our Correspondent—Paris} 


The use of anti-Semitism as an instrument in dividing 
the opponents of Nazism is analysed by M. Henri de 
Kerillis, the editor of L-EPoguE, in an article on Nazi 
propaganda in France. 

“ Both anti-Semitism and anti-Bolshevism,’ says M. 
Kerillis, “ were never a matter of sincere conviction for 
Hitler and Ribbentrop, but merely a propaganda 
weapon. Prince and 
Ribbentrop, would have beén exposed to contempt in 
Germany, because the princess has Jewish blood in her 
veins. When you prove that Jews settled in France 
for the last 400 years are not good Frenchmen, you will 
be told that nether is the native of Alsace a good 
Frenchman. then comes the turn of the natives of 
Corsica, Nice, Flanders, of the Bretons, Castilians, and 
Basques. 

“ Along with his anti-Semitic campaign,” he goes on,

“ Goebbels provoked and supported every sort of auto- 
nomist tendency in France. Viewed from its philo- 
sophical and racial aspect, anti-Semitism is directed 
against Christianity. An incomparable means of sowing 
discord among the population, as proved by the Dreyfus 
affair, anti-Semitism is also an ideal instrument for 
promoting an estrangement between the French and the 
Anglo-Saxons, who disdain anti-Semitism for ideological 
and, still more, religious reasons.” 


ANTI-JEWISH PROPAGANDA TO BE 
INVESTIGATED 


Military Authorities’ Decision 


A thorough investigation into anti-Semitic propa- 
ganda in France is to be made by the French military 
authorities, M. Chautemps, Minister of the Interior, has 
announced in the Chamber of Deputies. 

This step follows revelations by M. de Kerillis that the 
entire anti-Jewish propaganda campaign in France since 
1938 has been financed by Goebbels. Three anti-Semitic 
organisations, whose headquarters were at Erfurt, had 
carried on their activities, and even well-meaning French 
newspapers had fallen a prey to Nazi tactics. 


AMERICA’S ANTI-JEWISH UNDERWORLD 


Anti-Semitism in America “remains an underworld 
movement,” a resolution adopted by the thirty-tbird 
annual meeting of the American Jewish Committee this 
week declares. The resolution expresses hopes that 
America will remain at peace, and gratification with 
President Roosevelt's peace efforts. It condemns Nazi- 
Soviet action in Poland. 

‘Dr. Cyrus Adler was re-elected President, and the 
other officers were also re-elected. 

The American-Jewish Congress has been celebrating 
its twenty-first anniversary, and is holding its annual 
meeting in Washington, 


LITHUANIAN RESTRICTIONS ON REFUGEES 
No Paid Employment . 


A new regulation issued by the Lithuanian Refugee 
Commissioner forbids refugees to be members of 
political parties or other organisations. Refugees are 
also forbidden to take up paid employment or be active 
in commerce. They must not address public meetings 
or work in any capacity for the local and foreign Press. 

Another official regulation stipulates that all refugee 
rehef must be concentrated in the hands of the Lithu- 
anian Red Cross. Organisations and private individuals 
who possess funds or relief in kind collected in the 
country and abroad must hand them over within ten 
days, together with accounts of moneys already spent. 

Foreign relief organisations are, however, allowed to 
appoint representatives to the Lithuanian Red Cross, 
which will distribute the relief either directly or through 
other bodies. 


A chair for Yiddish Literature is to be established at 
Vilna University, which has now been taken over by the 
Lithuanian Government and turned into a branch of Kaunas 
University. 


CLOUDS OVER THE DANUBE 
Fear of Nazi Drive 


[From our Diplomatic Correspondent) 


The remarkable broadcasts given out by the Vatican 
during the past few days on the martyrdom of ape 
should by now have finally convinced the world th 
the earlier reports of Nazi terrorism against Polish Jews 
were not imaginative atrocity-mongering. For if the 
Polish Catholics have been subjected to the ghastly 
ordeals revealed by the Papal wireless, despite the forces, 
like those of the Vatican and the Italian Government 
combined, which, we may be sure, have laboured for 
their protection, or at least for the alleviation of their 
tragic lot, the Polish Jews, who have esioyed no such 
diplomatic intervention, cannot have suffered less. 

Their fate, both in the Lublin Pale and outside, 
beggars description. Yet, except for the few who have 
succeeded in crossing the frontier into the Soviet Union, 
Lithuania, or other relatively more temperate climes, 
as far as anti-Semitism is concerned, it is difficult to 
see what immediate future is in store, with the Allies 
unable to offer any spacious place of refuge, and with 
even Palestine frigidly barred. 


The Voice of President Roosevelt ? 


Is it too much to hope that Dr. Weizmann and Mr. 
Jabotinsky, both at present visiting the Americas, may 
invoke the voice of President Roosevelt and certain 
South American leaders of influence to parley with the 
Allies and the German authorities in favour of the 
early removal to Palestine or other “homes” of the 
largest possible number of Jews from Nazi Poland? 

An even gloomier prospect is looming on the Central 
European and East European horizon—a German drive 
down the Danube Valley, with or without Soviet co- 
operation. The more immediate threat, according to 
most of the prophets, is to Hungary and Rumania. The 
former country contains normally some 600,000 and 
the latter about 900,000 Jews. Both figures, however, 
have been appreciably augmented in recent months by 
the influx of Jewish refugees from Poland. 

lialian Plans 


What, however, causes infinitely more anxiety than 
the present restrictions is the situation that would tollow 
on a Nazi invasion of either country, or of both. The 
alleged presence in Eastern Galicia, in the new Soviet 
Poland, of German military units, is as perturbing as 
it is puzzling. It is not of good augury for the large 
local Jewish population. Nevertheless, there are diplo- 
matic observers, more especially in Rome, who hold 
that this German invasion by Moscow's consent ts in 
itself a partial guarantee that, for the time being, neither 
Berlin nor Moscow is contemplating any onslaught on 
Balkan independence. 

If Rome reports are to be credited, not the least of 
Berlin’s aims in the matter its to establish a cordon of 
German troops, in leu of the present Soviet patrols, 
along the old Polish-Hungarian and Polish-Rumanian 
frontiers, precisely in order to prevent a clash between 
the Soviet forces and those of their two neighbours, 
which might easily lead to Italian intervention, and 
an Italo-Soviet war, which it ts one of Berlin’s most 
anxious desires to avert, The conclusion to be drawn 
is that Germany and the Soviet Union will attack the 
Balkans cither in unison or not at all, and that, so 
long as Germany: feels herself constrained not to 
antagonise Italy, there will be no attack. 


THE JEWISH TRAGEDY IN EUROPE 
Mr. Zeitlyn’s Survey 


Without touching upon conditions Poland and 
Germany, Mr. Elsley Zeitlyn nevertheless managed to give 
a most gloomy aecount of the Jewish position to-day when 
he gave an address on Sunday entitled “ Complexities and 
Perplexities of the Jewish Position in Continental Europe.” 
He was speaking before the B'nai B'rith, First Lodge of 
England, at the Students’ Common Room of Jews’ College, 
Woburn House, W.C., Bro. Dr. Samuel Daiches presiding. 

Vir. Zeitlyn’s account was based on first-hand knowledge 
gained during his recent travels in connection with the 
refugee problem. | 

In Rumania, he declared, extreme hardship had resulted 
from the denaturalisation and the excessive taxation of Jews, 
and the educational restrictions that were imposed on them. 

Of Hungarian Jewry he said that in consequence of the 
Jew-law, which limited Jewish participation in any calling 
to 12 per cent. there had been thrown upon the charity of 
ithe Community a quarter of the total Jewish population. 

In Italy anti-Semitism was more autochthonous than was 
generally supposed. He had found that every office that 
had been set up for the relief of German Jewish refugees 
had been closed, with the exception of Trieste—-for it would 
expedite the sending of Jews out of the country. The 
restrictions and the economic disabilities under which the 
Italian Jews lived made their lot a lamentable one. He 
thought that whatever change came about in Italy, there 
would be no reinstatement of displaced Jews. 

The plight of the refugees was so much worse than that 
of the native Jews as to be almost indescribable. What- 
ever the future held for Jewry, Mr. Zeitlyn concluded, he 
hoped that there would be no secularisation of Judaism, 
and that Jewry would produce a larger peasantry and a 
smaller professional class. :

Bodies Left by the Wayside 


Although they were less than three miles tron

swim across the river within twenty minutes would be 
shot. 

On the Soviet side of the river they had to wait three 
hours, and were then told that, in accordance with a 
decision of the Soviet authorities, they would have to 
go back to the German side. In spite of their desperate 
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resistance, they were taken by the Soviet guards across 


the frontier and handed over to the Germans. 

It was then seven o'clock in. the evening, and the 
Germans told them that unless they crossed the River 
Bug at their own risk by six o'clock in the morning 
they would be shot. some of them swam across the

Polish Socialist leaders who have succeeded in escap- 
ing from Poland also intend to renew the publication 
of their organ, the Ropornik, which will undoubtedly 
support the demands for the complete equality of the 
Jews. 

It is believed that the French Government is very 
sympathetic towards these demands, and it ts reported 
that Ministers have tried to impress upon Polish states- 
men the necessity of a clear statement on this question 
by therr Government. 


M. Paderewski's Warning 


M. Schwarzbart may derive encouragement for his 
eflorts from the speech made at the opening ceremony 
by M. Paderewski, the Council's President. Although 
it might be held (said M. Paderewski) that the Polish 
Governments of the past thirteen years were greatly 
responsible for the fate that had befallen Poland, the 
Governments that went belore them were not ideal, 
The bloodshed and the misfortunes incurred should be 
a lesson from which to draw guidance for the future in 
finding some form of political regime which. could 
reconcile the principle of democratic equality for each 
citizen betore the law, and his individual liberty, with 
that of stable and strong government.

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THE VOICE OF AMERICA 


AS the war proceeds on its “ strange,” but none the 
less menacing, Course, it becomes strongly manifest 
that the attitude of the neutrals, especially their 
moral attitude, must exert an increasing influence on 


the final result. 


This war is not, as some critics would have us 
believe. a contest of rival imperialisms. It 1s a crisis 
of human fate. It will decide whether the dictates 
of God or the Devil shall rule, whether the moral 
values which alone make human life worth living, or 
even endurable, are or are not to be thrown on the 
‘dust-heap, and whether humanity is to continue on 
the upward path to progress or take the road to 
brooding darkness and eventual destruction. That 
is the issue over which the belligerents are in mortal 
clash. 

For reasons it would be unchivalrous to assail— 
reasons mainly of fear of the marauding hosts of 
Nazi savagery—the. smaller neutrals, especially in 
Europe, tread delicately. It has been no uncommon 
thing for one or other of them even to punish mere 
words of incivility towards the ruling bullies in Berlin. 
It is a pitiable state of affairs commanding sympathy. 
But no such fears need be harboured by the larger 
neutral Powers. Two of them have not even the 
doubtful privilege of bordering on Nazi_ territory, 
and all have enjoyed a singular degree of freedom 
from the buccaneering attentions of the Nazi pirates. 
The greatest of them all.is the United States of 
America. There is no exaggeration in saying that the 
voice of America must prove a determining factor 
in the future of mankind. It can chill moral 
enthusiasms or fortify and sustain them. It can keep 
the truth about the present conflict resolutely before 
the minds of those livtng in enemy and 1n_ neutral 
States, or hide it in the background. It can shoulder 
or it can shirk the moral duty of witness. None, how- 
ever powerful, could willingly ignore its judgments. 
It is patent, therefore, that fate has placed a burden 
ol momentous importance upon the United States, a 
duty to proclaim truth and sanity and speak. its 
judgments in behalf of right and against the forces of 
evil-—-loudly and continuously in the ears of a 
distracted world. 

It cannot be forgotten that in the bracing atmos- 
phere of free and powerful America, the Jews of that 
country hold the position which is. their civic due. 
They are certainly not unmindful of the moral issues 
of the present struggle. American Jewry realises, as has 
been shown by the generous succour it has brought to 
the victims of cruelty, all that that cruelty has meant 
in human anguish. Like their fellow-citizens, the Jews 
of America have in the past pursued high ideals and 
high purposes. They surely understand that in this 


war the teachings of the Jewish Faith—* to do justly,, 


to love mercy, and to walk humbly with thy God ”"— 
are blatantly challenged and derided, and that the 
success of that challenge would make an end of 
Judaism and its Christian daughter creed and make 
the distinctive Jewish life meaningless, if not impos- 
sible. If they were to hold their peace while the fate 
of their most treasured spiritual possessions sways in 
the balance—and the principles now in jeopardy are 
enshrined in the American Constitution and are the 
very breath of American liberty—or if they were to 


tire even occasionally in the momentous struggle, not 
only would the voice of the most powerful section of 
Jews be muffled, but they would be forgetful of all 
the things most dear to them, besides surrendering 
their own great future in the spiritual guidance of 
men. It is because we know that they are penetrated 
with a full sense of duty as well as of the Nazi threat 
to civilised ideals and values in this war that we are 
confident they will not fail the world in this terrible 
emergency. 

But there are special dangers inherent in a pro- 
longed and often unexciting conflict. There are the 
dangers of growing weary, the dangers of being 
distracted by other events or by domestic trends or 
problems. No community can perhaps hope or claim 
to be totally proof against such mistakes. But at any 
rate other happenings can be given their true place in 
point of relative importance and viewed in their true 
perspective. One particular instance comes to mind 
—the iniquitous assault on Finland and the heroic 
resistance that has been offered. Jews throughout 


the world yield to no one in their horror and detesta- . 


tion of the wanton wickedness which has moved one 
of the twin European despotisms to make this 
abominable attack. But is not the attempt to murder 
Finnish freedom only a by-product of the larger 
villainy, an illustration of the greater quarrel—the 
quarrel between common justice and utter wrong? 
And should not this be the major poimt upon which 
denunciation should ceaselessly fasten? After. all, it 
is only because the ally of Hitler is following the 
example of Hitler that Finland is to-day fighting for 
her life in a desperate and unequal struggle. 

The call for America’s sustdined and unequivocal 
moral witness in this critical struggle of civilisation 
makes no approach to the question of her plunging 
into the maelstrom of war. ThesNazis may fail to 
understand the potency of the moral weapon as, from 
the depths of their sub-human bestiality, they sneer 
at the moral protests of a great nation determined not 
lightly to resort to the argument of force. But Jews 
above all know well the power of the righteous word, 
the invincible power of truth proclaimed. The moral 
question clamours for free voice, and Americans 
to-day would not be true to their inheritance from the 
Americans of yesterday if they stifled it. 


POLISH JEWS’ MARTYRDOM 


[tie ghastly story of the Nazi massacre of over 1,900 
Jews of the Polish towns of Chelm and Hrubieszow, 
which ts told in our news columns, follows upon the 
equally grim report given last week of the deportations 
of Jews from Lodz tn sealed trains, from which many 
of the frozen victims, herded like cattle, with no air or 
Sanitary convenience, and very littl food, were 
delivered at their destination dead. The horrors of this 
tragi¢ Odyssey surpass the most savage brutality in the 
annals of human cruelty. Not even the historic story 
of the Biack Hole of Calcutta can rival in bestiality 
this account of the “ Black Hole” on wheels in which 
little children were done to death by the apostles of the 
“ superior’ German culture. That these harrowing 
barbarities can be performed without an uprising, in 
the name of the German people, even if only a fraction 
of the truth is known to them, must strengthen the belief 
held in some quarters that there is a hard core of 
inhumanity in the natures of many Germans in the 
Reich, and it must become increasingly difficult to 
ignore that supposition when the Peace Conference 
meets. 


Certainly the neutrals trembling for their lives, to 
whom Mr. Churchill appealed in his last broadcast, 
cannot be tempted, in the light of the Polish and Czech 
terrors, to throw in their lot with the Nazi traffickers in 
human suffering and entrust themselves to their tender 
mercies. Evefy new atrocity brands the Nazis as 
beyond the pale and acts as a shrill warning to civilised 
peoples to Keep them at sword’s length. That in out- 
Heroding Herod these miscreants are only completing 
the indictment against them and alienating the whole of 
the civilised world is the one grain of comfort in an 
otherwise bitter and impotent situation. 


HITLER CONTRA MUNDUM 


ONLY fools and knaves can still believe that the Jews 
could have willed this war, knowing, as anyone would, 
what a martyrdom it would bring to their co-religionists. 
But Jews are, of course, not the only sufferers 
in Poland. In the cry of indignation that has just come 
from the Vatican, it is emphasised that the Pope has 
been profoundly pained by the martyr’s fate reserved 
for Poland. The Vatican statement speaks of “ the 
assault upon elementary justice and decency,” the theft 
of the victims’ property, to be given to the Germans 
while the real proprietors are packed off in evil- 
smelling trains to the war-torn regions of Warsaw, 
which the Holy Father only last week described as “a 
desert where once the smiling harvest waved.” Stark 
hunger, said the Vatican spokesman, stared 70 per cent. 
of Poland's population th the face as its reserves of 
foodstuffs and implements were shipped to Germany. 
“Jews and Poles were being herded into separate 
ghettoes, hermetically sealed and pitifully inadequate 
for the economic sustenance of the millions destined to 
live there.” while in addition cynical suppression was 
going on of all but the merest suggestion of religious 
worship, with thousands of Catholic churches deserted 
and closed for six-and-a-half days a week. The Vatican 
statement destroys the glib assertion by Nazi sym- 
pathisers that all stories of Nazi atrocities are merely 
“ Jewish propaganda.” 


BETTER DEAD THAN RULED BY NAZIS 

It is a horrible but undeniable truth that the civilised 
nations are, at this moment, powerless against this 
unprecedented orgy of robbery and blood-lust. But the 
situation has this compensation: it must have roused 
even the blindest of pro-Nazi partisans to the magnitude 
of the threat now offered to the world—a threat not 
merely to the Allies but to the very fabric of civilisation. 
The overthrgw of this system of anti-man and anti-God 
is now revealed as an indispensable prerequisite for the 
future welfare of humanity. Lord Halifax voiced the 
feelings of millions when he exclaimed, “I would a 
hundred times sooner be dead than live in a world 
under the heel of Nazi dominance!” But if the civilised 
nations stand firm the hour of liberty and justice will 
strike again for Poland and for all the victims of the 
bloody smear.” 


THE CHAPLAINCY QUESTION 


“We do feel it is enormously necessary to have a 


* Jewish Chaplain in France for the religious comfort of 


the Jewish members of His Majesty’s Forces.” This 
is the welcome statemenf of Sir Robert Waley Cohen. 
Even more welcome are his further statements that the 
War Office, too, recognises it, and has promised to 
arrange the matter as soon as it possibly can, and that 
it is hoped that a Jewish Chaplain will be able to 
visit France in the very near future. This step is long 
overdue, and the sooner it is now taken the better, 
especially as with the growth of the B.E.F. the number 
of serving Jews must be constantly and steadily on the 
increase. Sir Robert's plea that there are, in this cam- 
paign, very great difficulties that did not exist in the last 
war Is not so impressive. It is hard to believe that the 
Jewish soldiers are now more scattered than they were 
on the earlier occasion; and it must be remembered 
that, while the B.E.F. in 1914 was fighting for its life 
almost from the day it landed in France, in the present 
war it has experienced nearly five months of com- 
parative peace during which the Force has had time to 
grow and to consolidate itself. The ascertainment of 
the real numbers of Jews at the Front would have been 
a trifling task compared with that which confronted 
the Rev. Michael Adler in the early days of the last 
war, and which he performed with efficiency and with 
no littl advantage. 


WAR: JUDAISM’S TEACHING 


THE Jewish conscientious objector is decidedly a 
rare bird, and it would be strange if it were otherwise 
to-day. But one such no doubt sincere individual did 
recently appear before a Glasgow Tribunal for Con- 
scientious Objectors. He is reported to have based his 
application on the commandment “ Thou shalt not kill,” 
and to have declared that that was the one clear state- 
ment in his or any other Bible on the subject of war. 
Any Jew, he added, who fights is not a strict Jew and 
has turned away from his faith. Well, there are many 
other clear statements in the Jewish Bible. For 
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instahice, whén the Israelites were terrified at the pursuit 
by Pharaoh and his host, Moses told them “ The Lord 
shall fight for you.” Is not that “ clear” evidence that 
in cases Of oppression fighting is in line with Jewish 
ethics and has even the force of Divine eXample, and 
that it is not, as the individual in question argued. part 
of the Jewish faith to refuse to fight? True, when 
confronted with the question whether Moses was not a 
Jew, he replied that he might have been, but he didn’t 
know. Moses was no relation of his and so he was 
not concerned. And Moses was “ only a historical 
figure.” But, in that event, one may ask, why attach 
so much importance to the injunction agains killing 
which Moses delivered to the Israclites? 
was “clearly ” a little inconsistent. 


REFUGEES: NEW APPEAL COMING 


As has already been hinted in these columns. an 
appeal in connection with the German refugees in this 
country is shortly to be launched. This announcement 
was formally made by Professor Brodetsky at last 
Sunday’s meeting of the Deputies. It would be hypo- 
critical to say that it will be welcomed by a community 
weighed down with national burdens and which has 
already contributed generously to the cause of German- 
Jewish relief. But these are days of heroic giving, and 
if there were no other reason for still further sacrifice 
on behalf of the refugees it would be found in the 
material commitments, in connection with them. to the 
authorities—commitments that can on no account be 
disregarded. The succouring of the refugees referred 
to is, however, only a fraction of the whole refugee 
problem, a problem which is assuming, indeed, gigantic 
proportions, which can only increase in magnitude, and 
which will probably be with us and the rest of the 
world long after the last shot has been fired in the 
present conflict. The President of the Deputies alluded 
to one of its Protean aspects when he spoke of the 
question of help for Polish refugees who had fled 
before the German invaders. It is good that. this 
extremely urgent matter is being dealt with. But the 
much larger, and if anything more agonising, problem 
of the Polish Jews who have come under the wheels of 
the Nazi juggernaut remains a terrible sorrow. One 
can only hope that aid will come from the Jews in neutral 
countries, and particularly from the United States, fo: 
these stricken souls, as far as that may be practicable. It 
is a matter that calls loudly and insistently to the con- 
science of the Christian as well as of the Jewish world 


WHERE AMERICA COULD HELP 


THERE 18 One particular way in which the American 
authorities might be of special assistance to refugees, 
and that is in a less rigid interpretation of the restric- 
lions now in force. At the present moment,. visas 
remain valid for only four months, and become value- 
less after the expiration of that period, no matter what 
cause has led to the delay in using them In the 
disturbed existing conditions the delay may be caused 
by such things as absence of transport, or pressure 0! 
work on the United States consular representatives, As 
things are, such reasons carry no force. We are sure 
that the humane American Administration has no othe! 
‘purpose than to do the kind and considerate thing in 
such contingencies, and we would urgently press upon 
their consideration, therefore, the question whether the 
regulation cannot, consistently with the 
interests of the State, be reconsidered. There is, too, 
the difficulty which arises when those who possess Visas 
have not the ready cash to pay for their journey. I his 
may be due to currency restrictions, or perhaps to the 
possibility that the migrants have exhausted their 
resources during a long period of enforced waiting. 
some compassionate treatment of this difficulty, some 
arrangement to permit friends to supply the deficiency, 
would only be in accord with the previous traditions 
Ol a country which has taken a now historic part in 
ihe attempt to solve the refugees’ problem. It would 
assuredly evoke the gratitude of Jews and of all who 
are concerned with the sufferings of the helpless exiles. 
After all, these migrants have guaranteed support once 
they reach the United States.

Proposal to Establish Committees

At a recent meeting of the Executive of the Man- ~ 


chester Jewish National Fund Commission, held at 139, 
Cheetham Hill Road, with Mr. Albert Isaacs in the 
Chair, it was decided to act upon a suggestion made 
by the Rev. Bernard Casper (of the Higher Broughton 
Synagogue) that means should be devised of associ- 
ating Synagogues more directly and actively than 
hitherto with the revival of Judaism and the Jewish 
people in Palestine. 

In outlining his proposal, Mr. Casper said that the Syna- 
gogues had to have regard to the future as well as to the 
present, and they had to seek every means of attracting 
Jewish youth to participate in their general activities, He 
felt sure that it would be to the great advantage of cach 
Synagogue to form a Congregational Jewish National Fund 
Committee, side by side with its Educational, Management, 
and other Committees. The assumption by Synagogues 
of direct responsibility in connection with the redemption 
of Eretz Yisracl would clearly indicate that a new and 
purposeful task was being added to the present activities 
of each Congregation. 

Mr. Casper’s remarks were 
meeting. and it was resolved to 
adopt his suggestion.

Anniversary Celebration 


One hundred and. fifty refugees attended a dance last 
week to celebrate the first anniversary of the opening of 
Kershaw House, the Refugee Hostel in Alexandra Road, 
South Manchester. Mrs. Alec Levy thanked Mr. and Mrs. 
Kershaw, without whose generosity, she said, the Hostel 
could not have existed, and paid a tribute to Mesdames 
Myrans, Lee Marks, and C. Lister, who attended at the 
Hostel almost every day, and gave unstintingly of their 
time and services to tts management.’ She also thanked 
Mr. A. Israel and Dr. and Mrs. Dantels for their services. 

Mrs. Lee Marks, Hon. Secretary: said that over 300 
refugees had passed through Kershaw House during the 
year. Most of them had entered domestic service, or 
became trainees tn factories. Over 100 meals a day were 
provided at the Hostel; 34 refugees were in residence and 
others who lived outside, but were unemployed, came. in 
for meals. Mrs. Marks expressed thanks to Dr. R. Fried- 
lander (Hon. Medical Officer) and. to Dr. E. Lachs (Hon. 
Dentist) for their services. 

Mr. 1. Apfelbaum, of the German-Jewish Aid Committee 
(Manchester Branch) said that his experience was that the 
refugees were most grateful to this country for the hospi- 
tality aflorded to them, and they were anxious to help 
England by doing whatever they could in National Service.

HOUSING GLASGOW REFUGEES 
Transfer Scheme for Children

Difliculties regarding the housing of the twenty-seven 
children evacuated from the Garnethill Hostel, Glasgow, 
to Perthshire were referred to At a-meeting of the 
lewish Refugees Committee held las! weck. Mr. J, 
Sachs, J.P., who presided, said that he had discussed this 
problem with Dr. Friedlander, and it was felt that the 
best solution would be to transfer the refugee children 
to the proposed Skelmorlie Hostel. [he Committee 
agreed that if the Talmud Torah were willing to take 
the children into the new hostel, they would pay ther 
Proportion of the expenditure. 

In a report on the West Scotland Tribunal, Mr. Sachs 
Said that Mr. J. F. Strachan. K.C.. the presiding officer, 
had expressed his warm thanks to the Refugees Com- 
mittee for the help which he had received. Mr. Strachan 
said that their work had been greatly simplified by the 
aid given by the liaison officers, Messrs. Sachs and J. 
Morrison, and by the interpreters, Mrs. Mann and Mr. 
Nettler, J.P. 


Education Authority's Offer 


The Glasgow education authority have indicated that they 
are willing to convert the proposed hostel at Skelmorlie tor 
evacuated children into a special school. They would pro- 


vide teachers, and supply furniture, beds, and bedding, but 
the responsibility for rent, rates. heating, and lighting would 
fall upon the Glasgow Jewish Education Board. 

This information was given at a special meeting of the 
Jewish Education Board Religious Instruction Emergency 
Committee last week, when Dr. Friedlander and Mr. B. 
Glasser submitted a report on their interview with the 
Officials of the education authority. The financial aspect of 
the scheme was discussed, and an approximate esiimate of 
the expenditure involved for the Jewish Board was drawn 
up. It was unanimously agreed that the project was an 
excellent one, and it was decided to hold a further meeting 


tO examine in detail the expenses involved in carrying out 
the scheme. 


_The need for new subscribers was emphasised by Dr. 
Ernest Levine, Treasurer, at the monthly meeting of the 
Hebrew Boot and Clothing Guild, held last week. with 
Mr. Alec Simon, the President, in the chair. Dr. Levine 
Said that funds were urgently required if the Guild was to 
continue to render the splendid service it had done in the 
past.

A Warning to Teachers 


From Mr. H. LEVINE 


To the Editor of Tue JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—In fairness to intending applicants for the post of 
teacher at the Birmingham Hebrew School, advertised in 
your columns last week, it should be pointed out that there 
is no security of tenure for newly-appointed teachers at this 
school. I speak from experience. 

In 1931 the late Miss Cohen was withdrawn from the 
Staff of the Infants Department owing to the shortness of 
numbers. At the same time the hope was expressed that 
when the numbers warranted it, she would be re-engaged. 
The New Schools in St. Luke's Road were opened in 1932, 
the numbers increased from 190 to 324, but the late Miss 
Cohen was not re-engaged. 

I was appointed to succeed Mr. E. Green in March, 1935. 
After only eighteen months. the Managers received an 
instruction from the Education Authority to withdraw a 
member of the staff, owing to the drop in numbers. So I 
went into exile. 

In 1937 Miss E. Berry left the Hebrew School, on her 
appointment to the Staff of the Infants Department of the 
Norwood Jewish Orphanage. An advertisement appeared in 
your columns, stating specifically that lady teachers only 
need apply. Why? That brought Miss Abel fresh from 
Leeds Training College, to the school. 

On her marriage in 1938, Miss Guest resigned, and was 
replaced by Miss Davis. This appointment was quite 
unnecessary, for, in a little less than a year, the familiar 
instruction from the Education Authority was received, and 
Miss Davis also went into exile. 

Now it would appear from the advertisement in your 
columns there is another vacancy, and in view of the facts 
I have recited, | question the wisdom of making a replace- 
ment. 

There are at the moment less than a hundred children 
at Coalville in the charge already of five teachers, and there 
is one teacher in Birmingham to attend to the home 
teaching. On March 6 and 7 the examinations for admission 
into the Secondary schools are being held, and there will 
be a further reduction in numbers. In view of the fact 
that the school is not attracting the children of the com- 
munity in appreciable numbers, can there be any doubt 
that the familiar instruction will be received once again, and 
one more teacher will be sent into the wilderness? It 
should be known that once a teacher is withdrawn from a 
voluntary school, there is no obligation on the part of the 
Authority to employ that teacher's services in the local 
Counci! Schools.

MR. MALCOLM C. SALAMAN 


Connoisseur and Art Critic 


The death occurred on Monday, at 4, Colville 
Gardens, W., of Mr. Malcolm Charles Salaman. a 
notable art critic and author, at the age of eighty-four 

Malcolm Salaman was born in London on Septem- 
ber 6, 1855, and was the eldest son of Charles Kensing- 
ton Salaman, the famous musician and composer. He 
was educated at University College School, London. and 
Owens College, Manchester, where he took a four-year 
course in mechanical engineering. Salaman’s interests. 
however, were predominantly literary and artistic. From 
1876 onwards he started to write lyrics for music and 
to comment on pictures, prints, and plays for various 
journals. 

In 1879, he published a volumé of poems, and a play 
by him was put on in 1883, and two more in 1894. In 
1883, he began his career as an art critic on the SUNDAY 
Times, dealing with both art and the drama until 1894. 
and from 1890 to 1899 he also 
CGRAPHIC. 

The deceased acquired a considerable reputation as a 
connoisseur, especially of engravings. His book “* The 
Old Engravers of England,” published in 1906, was the 
forerunner of a long series of books on the graphic arts. 
In 1915, Mr. Salaman became associated with Tu 
Srupio, and in 1924 he began a long series of mono- 
graphs on “ The Masters of Etching,” which gained fo 
him the rare distinction of Honorary Fellowship of the 
Royal Society of Painter-Etchers and Engravers. In the 
same year he produced and edited an annual entitled 
FINE PRINTS OF THE YEAR. He married Annie Sarah 
Isaac in 1914.

By the death of Mr. Woolf Wachman, Orthodor Jewry 
has been deprived of one of its best adherents, and the 
cause Of Talmudic studies in this country has suffered the 
loss of one of its most devoted advocates. He occupied 
with dignity the office of President of the Tree of Life 
Yeshiva, Thrawl Street, for a number of years. He was 
partly instrumental in securing trom the Jewish Memorial 
Council an annual grant towards the training of Ministers 
and teachers at the Yeshiva. When he was-a Warden of the 
Shacklewell Lane Synagogue and thus a member of the 
Executive Committee of the United Synagogue, he was suc- 
cessful in obtaining an annual grant from the * Ministers’ 
lramimg Fund.” He likewise used his good offices, as a 
member of the London Board of Shechita, to get grants 
from them towards the training of Yeshiva students as 
Shochetim for the Metropolis and provincial Communities. 
Owing to ill-health, he was compelled to relinquish the office 
of President of the Yeshiva several years back, but was still 
identified with it as a member of the Executive and attended 
ihe mstitution to give advice and guidance. His colleagues 
on the Management of the Yeshiva will for ever cherish 
his memory.

MR. M. KOURIANSKY (Haifa) 


Mr. Moshe Kouriansky, barrister-at-law, died recently 
at the Hadassah Hospital from injuries sustained in a fall 
from the roof of his house in Herzlia. The deceased, who 
was 35 years of age, was born in Petah Tikvah and 
graduated from the Herzlia Gymnasium in Tel-Aviv. He 
obtained the LL.B. degree at London University, and was 
admitted to the Bar (Middle Temple).

MR. HAIM ZIFFRIN 
A Pioneer of Jewish Education 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


One of Palestine Jewry’s veteran teachers, Haim Ziffrin, 
passed away recently at the age of seventy-eight, after having 
spent over fifty years as a pioneer of Hebrew education. 
Born in the Ukraine, he went to Jerusalem in 1883, and 
three years later was sent to Ekron as a teacher, Ziffrin 
became teacher and later headmaster at Zichron-Jacob, 
and from 1890 to 1920 thousands of young Palestinians 
passed under his wing. He moved to Haifa on his retire- 
ment shortly after the last war, and was one of the first to 
build a house in Hadar Hacarmel, then a straggling suburb 
and now a bustling urban centre on the slopes of Mount 
Carmel. 


The famous Hungarian Jewish sculptor, * JOSEF Rona, 
died recently in Budapest, at the age of 79. He was 
President of the Union of Hungarian Sculptors.

TOUCHING SCENES AT SOLDIER’S 
FUNERAL 
Signalman and Mrs. Behrmann 


Of all the funerals which it has fallen to my unhappy lot 
to attend (writes a representative of the JewiSH CHRONICLE) 
none has moved me more poignantly than that of Signal- 
man Noah and Hulda Behrmann, the thirty-two and twenty- 
seven-vears-old husband and wife, who died in such tragic 
circumstances at the White Hart Hotel, Retford, as a result 
of a gas pipe having burst during the night. Signalman 
Behrmann was home on leave. 

The funeral was at the Willesden Cemetery on Thursday 
in last week. There were heartrending scenes, and no one 
could fail to be moved, especially when the young wife's 
father. Mr. D. Javitz. pledged himself to look after the 
couple's two little children, aged five and three. 

Rabbi Dr. L. Rabinowitz paid a well-deserved tribute 
to Signalman Behrmann, who, he said, was a_ soldier 
who came under his ministrations as a Chaplain in his 
division. He recalled Signalman Behrmanns attempt to 
overcome the difficulties of his non-British birth in order to 
join the army as a volunteer and to serve the cause of 
humanity and righteousness. Signalman Behrmann was a 
good and smart soldier and was held in the highest esteem 
by his regiment. His death was one which was officially 
recorded as “ Died on Active Service.” 

Signalman Behrmann and his wife both took part in 
communal work. He was actively connected with the Bar 
Cochba and Habonim movements, and she did much 
unostentatious work for refugees. They were first cousins- 
grandchildren of a well-known figure in Jewish history, 
Wolf Javitz—-and one could say of them “ they were lovely 


and pleasant in their lives, and in their death were not 
divided.”

1 noticed in last week's JewrsH CHRONICLE that the income 
of the J.R.E.B., the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes, 
the Central Committee for Jewish Education, and the 
Talmud Torah Trust has been “ pooled.”

EVACUEES AND THE PESACH PROBLEM 


One of the greatest problems that has to be faced in 
connection with the evacuation of Jewish children from the 
great towns is that of the Jewish Festivals. Little could be 
done to secure observance of Rosh Hashana because of the 
conditions that then existed. But every effort should be 
made to see that no Jewish child be allowed to miss Seder 
Night this year. There is no possible doubt in the minds of 
thinking people but that the children must remain in the 
reception areas. The fiend that is Hitler would like nothing 
better than the murder of hundreds of small children, which 
could be accomplished easily if they were allowed to return 
to their homes. On the other hand, it is highly probable 
that many of the children, if they return home for the 
Passover Festival, will remain in London. This was the 
general experience at the Christmas holidays: and it caused 
considerable trouble to the evacuation authorities, Com- 
munal Sedarim offer the solution for the problem in con- 
nection with Pesach, So far, only two organisations have

made any effort to sustain the Jewish interests of evacuees: 
the Joint Emergency Committee and Habonim. It is not 
the function of the first-named body to deal with the 
provision of Seder for evacuees. Habonim alone can do it. 
It has the experience in dealing with children; the trained 
personnel; the contacts; and there is no doubt that it also 
has the will. Habonim should and must be responsible for 
this service to the Anglo-Iewish Community. Obviously, 
Habonim must co-operate in this matter with the Central 
Jewish Committee for Problems of Evacuation. Obviously, 
also, the question of finance must be settled. I understand 
that it is possible that the Joint Emergency Committee may 
be able to find the necessary money. If that body is not 
able to do so, then the Community must accept financial 
responsibility. An appeal was recently made in your 
columns for assistance for Habonim. Here is another 
opportunity for it to show something of its real value to the 
Community.——“A.M.M.” 


“THE GERMANS AND THE JEWS” 


In his review in your tissue of January 12 of my book 
“The Germans and the Jews,” Mr. Warburg reproaches 
me for having “accepted the Nazi story of Jewish pre- 
dominance in pre-Nazi journalism, banking, etc.” This is 
an obvious misinterpretation. IL spoke only of the relatively 
predominant influence, and 1 underlined that this influence 
was great only in proportion to the number of the German 
Jews. Mr. Warburg suggested I should have used the 
expression “ prominence,” but this is exactly the word I 
chose in page 20! The further rather violent reproach that 
I “ uncritically repeat the story of Jewish predomination in 
these fields (which simply did not exist)” could not have 
been made if the critic had not overlooked the details 
which I gave in the sixth chapter and the statistics in the 
Jiidischer Lexikon and other similar works which confirm 
my statement. I think it would be fair to explain to the 
reader that | mentioned these undeniable facts of the con- 
spicuous influence of the Jewish German Community in 
important sections of German life not to corroborate the 
Nazi gossip but to explain why the Jews played this 
necessary rdle so that the defeat of the Nazis is to be 
expected not for the least part for the reason of having 
destroyed this Jewish influence, decisive for German culture

MENACE OF ANTI-SEMITIC INCITEMENT 


The Jewish defence against Fascist anti-Semitism in this 
country seems to progress very very slowly. With all our 
work during the past few years we have only managed to 
enlist the sympathy of the cultured and intelligent non- 
Jewish elements. But the masses are too big a problem 
for us to tackle alone. The public meetings held by the 
B.U_F. with all their evil utterances and lies about Jews are 
a direct incitement of one section of the British people 
against another. This should be dealt with by the law. It 
has nothing to do with the ideal of freedom of speech which 
presupposes a good purpose. I would suggest that the Board 
of Deputies should take up this matter and send a deputation

It is also hoped that the house would 
serve as a centre for other Jewish organisations in Oxford, 
which could hire the clubrooms for meetings, etc. The 
members are subscribing a small sum weekly towards the 
acquisition of their new “ home,” but most of them are in 
receipt of low wages, and some have no means at all. It 
is hoped that the general public will show its interest in 
the venture and donations will be welcomed.—Mrs. WALTER 
ETTINGHAUSEN, 149c, Banbury Road, Oxford.

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DEATH OF JEWISH PILOT 
Killed in Heligoland Battle 


A Capetown message states that the mother of Pilot. 
Officer Norman Leonard Lewis. aged twenty-five. has 
been officially notified by the British Air Ministry that 
her son is missing and that he is believed to have lost 
his life in the course of air operations on December 14 
1939. It is presumed that he took part in the air battle 
over Heligoland Bight. 

Pilot-Officer Lewis is the son of Mrs. B. H. Bernstein 
and the late Mr. Carl Lewis, of Johannesburg. He was 
a fine sportsman and he always distinguished himself in 
athletics. About three years ago he came to England 
and joined the R.A.F. During the present war he took 
part in several actions against the enemy, and was 
recently promoted to the rank of Flying Officer: but 
his promotion had not been gazetted at the time of his 
last exploit.

LETTERS TO ENEMY COUNTRIES 
Detailed Arrangements 


Authority has now been given to permit postal commun: 
cation with persons residing or detained in enemy territories 
subject to certain conditions. 

Correspondence with internees and prisoners Of War in 
enemy territories is subject to special regulations, and inquiry 
should be made at any post office. 

Letters and postcards on private matters may be sent to 
persons residing in enemy territories, subject to the usual 
conditions of the censorship, provided that they are dis 
patched through a British firm or other association duly 
authorised for this purpose. Messrs. Thomas Cook and Son, 
limited, Berkeley Street. Piccadilly, W.1, have been 
authorised to undertake this work, and application should 
he made to them by persons desiring to send such 
communications. 

Under arrangements made by the British Red Cross 
Society and Order of St. John, with official approval, brief 
messages may be sent by relatives to persons residing in 
enemy territories. The messages, as already announced, are 
limited to twenty words; they must relate only to family 
matters, and must be written in English, French, or German. 
They should be handed in at local Citizens’ Advice Bureaux 
The address of the nearest Bureau will shortly he available 
at post offices.

CAREERS ADVICE 


A decision of great interest to Students has been made 
this week by the Umpire (Sir Ernest Wingate-Saul) in 
an appeal brought as a test case by the Ministry of 
Labour and National Service. The decision now laid 
down is that a student will be granted postponement 
Of military service if, after studying for at least one year 
an examination vital to his career is due to be held 
within nine months of his registration. | 

[he Umpire holds that in such a case the student 
would suffer “ exceptional hardship " in being deprived 
ot the Opportunity to sit for the examination. 

A ™ critical examination,” the Umpire agrees, can be 
described as one which marks a critical point or deter- 
mines a definite stage in the student's career. and that 
it would generally apply to a final examination and to 
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some intermediate examinations. 

There is still, however, some doubt as to whether 
the ruling mentioned above can be said to apply to 
students of the arts or commerce, etc., although there 
seems little doubt that it would apply to those taking 
medicine, dentistry, and science.

Fatalism and Fear 
The kind of helpless fatalism with

cases to an atmosphere of almost patho- 
logical anxiety in which parent and child 
alike succumb to an unhealthy fear ot 
germs. The ideal course lies somewhere 
between the two extremes. 

There is, of course, no reason at all for 
children to catch infections as a routine,

Hygiene and Cleanliness

meals, and to clean their teeth at least 
twice daily. During cold weather, when 
rooms cannot be as well ventilated as in

Nothing makes children colder—and thus 
lowers their resistance to infection—than 
tight clothes, which also hamper move- 
ment and therefore impede growth and 
development. 


The Scarf Question 
Footwear is vitally important. It is 
always more profitable for a child to have 
an extra layer of protective substance, 


either leather or rubber. on his feet than 


for him to be swathed about his neck and 
chest. In fact, except in the most severe 
weather, scarves are not advisable for 
children to wear, as they tend to 
“coddle the respiratory organs and, 
because they cover the throat and chest, 
to impede breathing. 

Plenty of healthy out-door exercise ts 
essential. Children should have the 
maximum possible of fresh air and sun- 
shine, when. that is available, but care 
must be taken during very severe weather 
not to allow the little ones to become too 
cold. Walks, for instance, which with 
older children can be taken at a quicker 
pace and over a. great distance do not 
warm up the small child sufficiently on 
a very cold day.

CHoose any kind of white fish—cod, 
haddock, hake, halibut, or plaice—either 
fillets or cutlets. Place on a shallow fire- 
proof serving dish, season with salt and 
pepper, dot with margarine, and bake in a 
moderate oven till the fish is done (the time 
will depend on the thickness of the fish and 
whether fillets or cutlets), Pour off the 
liquor from the fish and add to the cortents 
of a tin of cream of mushroom soup. Mix 
thoroughly; spoon over the fish, and reheat. 

This is an excellent “ busy-day ” dish as 
it requires so little preparation. 

Potatoes and Leeks en Casserole 
Four leeks. Margarine, 24 ozs. 
Potatoes, Water, | gill. 
CLEANSE leeks very thoroughly, trim and 

cut into slices, using all the green except the 
very end. Peel and slice the potatoes. Put 
the vegetables in a casserole with the 
margarine and water and add sult to taste: 
cover, and cook in a moderate oven for 
about forty minutes. | 


Young school children will benefit by 
a romp in the snow, and then a return 
to a warmed room with the removal of 
their wet shoes and clothing. On cold 
days when it is dry but windy they can 
be taken for short walks and encouraged 
to run, 


Adequate nourishment plays an impor- 
tant part in guarding against infection, 
but overfeeding m@y produce precisely 
the opposite effect and predispose the 
child to illness. The aim should be to 
provide the maximum of nourishment 
without unduly straining the child's 
digestive and absorptive powers. There 
are many excellent vitamin preparations 
on the market to supplement the diet and 
compensate for the lack of sunshine.

A factor that has no doubt contributed 
to the evil reputation of the present 
school term is its following on a period 
of rather intensive party-going by girls 
and boys. And parties, with their over- 
heated atmospheres and their unavoidable 
gathering of many young children in-a 
small space tend to excite children’s 
nervous systems at the very times when 
their physical condition may .be more 
severely imposed on. 

New and exciting, but often indiges- 
tible, foods and later hours than those to 
which he is accustomed may help to put 
the healthiest child temporarily out of 
action.

Fish Hot Pot 


Cod, halibut, hake, or Potatoes, Ib 
haddock, 14-2Ib. Two or three carrots 
Tomatoes, (small). 
[wo small onions. Margarine. 
Salt and pepper. 


SKIN the onions, scrape carrots, and cut 
into slices. Put in a saucepan with a good 
knob of margarine; cover, and cook gently 
for about ten minutes, then turn into a 
casserole. Put the cut-up fish on top, season 
with salt and pepper, then cover with skinned 
and sliced tomatoes, and lastly with sliced 
potatoes, which should be par-boiled. 
Season with salt and pepper, dot liberally 
with margarine, cover, and cook in a 
moderate oven for an hour, removing the 
cover for the last ten minutes to brown the 
potatoes. 


Fish Pie 
Cold cooked fish, Hb. 


Cooked potatoes, Ib. 
Margarine, 2 ozs. 


One egg. 

Salt and pepper. 

Chopped parsicy. 
Forcemeat. 

REMOVE skin and bone from fish and flake 
finely. Mash potato, add to fish together 
with melted margarine, parsley and season- 
ing, and the beaten egg. Spread half this 
mixture in the bottom of a greased fireproof 
dish, cover with forcemeat, then spread over 
the remaining fish. Shape neatly, brush 
over with beaten egg, and bake in a 
moderate oven for about three-quarters of 
an hour, 

Forcemeat: mix together two tablespoon- 
fuls of shredded suet, four tablespoonfuls 
of breadcrumbs, grated rind, and juice of 
half a lemon; one teaspoonful of chopped 
parsley, a pinch of herbs, and salt and 
pepper. Bind with a beaten egg, reserving a 
little to brush over the top of the pie. 


Mixed Vegetables en Casserole 

Have a mixture of carrots, turnips, and 
swedes—one and a half to two pounds. 
Peel turnips and swedes and scrape carrots. 
Cut all of them into dice, put in a casserole 
with two ounces of margarine and one gill 
of water, add salt to taste, cover, and cook 
in a moderate oven for about one hour.

BOXING NOTES 


DENNIS’S VICTORY, THEN—FIRST DEFEAT 


Maurice Dennis was in great form recently when he met 
Yorky Bentley, the former Canadian cowboy, in Liverpool. 
Dennis won in eight rounds, the closure being applied by 
the referee owing to the Canadian having received a gash 
over the left eye. Dennis's attack and defence were perfect 
and he easily avoided his opponent's fierce lunges and 
swings. The opening saw Dennis launch a battery of lefts 
and uppercuts. The Canadian attempted to get in close but 
was fought off. Although the former cowboy made a better 
showing in the second round, landing a couple to the ribs 
and quite a stiff blow to the head, Dennis maintained his 
superiority and was undamaged. The ending of the seventh 
saw Bentley sent sprawling to his own corner with a left to 
the chin. 

After maintaining his unbeaten certificate since joining 
the professional ranks in May, 1938, Maurice Dennis. 
who had run up a score of victories, was compelled to 
bow the knee to Dick Turpin in the eighth round at 
Coventry, on Sunday. Dennis was in obvious distress when 
the referee called a halt. In the opening round, the former 
amateur champion was almost knocked out, for a beautiful 
right to the head put him down for eight, and he was very 
groggy until the bell. It was all Turpin until the fifth 
round, when Dennis began to make full use of the ring to 
avoid mixing it with his opponent. This won him some 
points, and he again followed these tactics in the two 
following rounds. In the closing round, however, Turpin 
attacked strongly and forced Dennis all round the ring 
with the result stated.

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Two Kinds of Men 
BY AUNTIE 


HERE are two categories into which 
can be roughly divided—the 

men of action and the men of thought. 
There is no strict boundary between the two. 
Very often a man of action ts also a thinker, 
while equally frequently a man of thought 
is found also doing big things in the world. 
It is not easy, therefore, to draw a dividing 
line between thought and action. Things 
that are thought often produce activity of 
one sort or another, and things that are done 
evoke thought

People do not as a rule consciously choose 
to which category they will belong. — They 
do not say: “tL will be a man of action” 
or “ti will be a man of thought.” What 
people become is dependent on all kinds of 
circumstances——-birth, climate. environment, 
edccation, religious upbringing, to name but 
afew. Sometimes it ts the merest accident 
that determines the choice. But it has not 
been an accident that, speaking generally, 
Israel has produced men of thought rather 
than men of action. 


THe Jewisu TREND 


One could write a whole book on the 
various circumstances which have tended to 
give the trend in a particular direction so 
far as the Jewish people is concerned. Our 
whole religious history has shown how stress 
has been laid on study as something desir- 
able in itself and still more desirable when 
religious matters are the object of that 
study. We have exalted the scholar and 
the saint rather than the man of arms. And 
what is more, we have, wherever possible, 
given a moral bent to action. Our heroes 
are not the men who made great conquests, 
but those who fought to defend liberty of 
worship; their triumph was not. a march 
through the streets of: the capital with the 
spoils of victory but the cleansing of an 
altar. Likewise, the most celebrated of our 
thinkers and poets are our religious 
philosophers and our liturgists (writers of 
hymns and prayers). 

We may see this trend in the fine words 
with which Maimonides concluded one of 
the most celebrated of his works: “ The 
Sages, the Prophets, and all Israel have 
longed for the days of the Messiah not in 
the hope of establishing their rule over the 
whole earth, nor out of a desire to exercise

dominion over the heathen; not, indeed, for 
the sake of receiving the homage of the 
nations, nor from any craving for viands, 
for liquor, or for pleasure, but in order that 
they may be free to study the Torah and its 
wisdom without any persecution oF 
hindrance, and so gain eternal life.” 


THe TREE 


The Rabbis had’a discussion as to which 
was the greater—thought or action, or, as 
they preferred to put it, study or good 
works. The final word was said by one 
Rabbi who declared that study (by which 
he meant study of the Torah) was the 
greater because it would lead to good works. 
That brings me to the point which I wish 
to make. In comparing the men of action 
with the men of thought we must, | think, 
be led to the conclusion that the latter have 
made the bigger contribution to civilisation 
and to the happiness of mankind. The men 
of action, who take up so much space in 
the history books, have too often brought 
nothing but misery and unhappiness in their 
train. The case is, of course, arguable, and 
i shall be glad to hear your opinions. 

Many a thought of the world’s thinkers, 
and especially of Israel's thinkers, has been 
given to the world generously with no hope 
of reward. They are st'} earning interest in 
the impulses which they are giving to 
thoughts and movements and = actions. 
Which would you rather be-—a man or 
woman of thought or of action?

TRADE DEVELOPMENT ESSENTIAL 
Mr. F. A. Bates’s Rev:ew 


The one hundred and ninth annual general meeting of mem- 
bers of Martins Bank Limited was held at the head office, 
Liverpool, on Tuesday, January 23. 

Mr. Frederic Alan Bates, the chairman, who presided, said: 
The report and accounts show the continued progress of the 
bank, and I trust you will share our satisfaction with them. 

During the year we have made changes by way of promoton 
among our chief executive officers. In view of the heavier 
responsibilities thrown on Mr. Furniss owing to the expansion 
of our business and the peculiar difficulties of the times, Mr. 
McKendrick has been appointed deputy gencral manager, and 
Mr. Moore and Mr. Voyce have become assistant general 
managers. 

The accounts include the result of our trading during four 
months of war conditions, but the earler eight months were 
not normal, because the threat of war had hung over the world 
for some time prior to the outbreak, and trade was undoubtedly 
affected by tt. The warnings the world had had of Germany's 
intentions had enabled us to make our plans, and when the 
shock came machinery which had been in readiness was put 
into motion and quickly had the effect of creating confidence. 
The, conditions ensuing, however, have widely influenced trade ; 
it is therefore gratifying to present accounts such as _ those 
before you. We are at the beginning of what may oc a long 
wal The future is obscure, but the bank is in a strong posi- 
tion, ready to meet whatever trials may be ahead. 


STRONG LIQUID POSITION 


Our net profit is £876,025, an amount slightly in excess ol 
last year While there has been general expansion in our 
business, the year’s profit has not risen correspondingly, owing 
to expenses entailed by the war, and the incidence of taxation. 
There has also been a falling off in profits from foreign business. 
A year ago we increased the dividend for the hall-vear from 7 
to 74 per cent. For the interim dividend in July we were able 
to repeat the 74} per cent. and now feel justified in continuing 
it for December at the same rate, making 15 per cent. for the 
year. These two dividends absorb £624,006. From the balance 
we have applied £50,000 to published reserve, bringing it to 
£3.600,000, transferred £100,000 to premises redemption, and 
placed £100,000 to staff pension fund. 

In these days it is doubly necessary that we should maintain 
a liquid position. Our cash in hand and at the Bank of England 
is no tess than £12,475,000, or 11.23 per cent. of our liabilities 
to the public Money at call and short notice ts £8,530,000, 
£2.430,000 more than last year. Total cash items, amounting 
to £24.727,000, are 22.26 per cent. of our public liabilities, 
while. with our Treasury bills (£6,255,000, or £2,990,000 tin 
excess of the previous year’s figure) and other bills discounted, 
the ratio is 28.71 per cent. The total of these very liquid items 
reaches £31,890,000 Further, when the very large amount, 
£14.398,000, of short term investments 1s considered, our hquid 
position 1 shown to be very strong 


STEADY GROWTH OF 


Investments are £607,000 up on the. year at £34,172,000, a 
figure considerably below market value. Bank premises and 
rentable properties, at £2,746,000, are a most valuable asset, 
and the source of- very substantial mcome. Acceptances, 
cndorsements, etc., at £7,724,000 have fallen off during the year 
by £473,000, the decrease being mainly due to disturbed inter- 
national relations 

Deposits have risen to £110,420,000, an increase of £10,380,000, 
While there was a steady growth in the funds entrusted to us by 
our customers prior to the outbreak of war, some of the present 
increment is due to the large government expenditure upon war 
supplies, and the sale by British investors of their holdings in 
foreign securities. In due course we shall see a po'tion of these 
deposits withdrawn for subscription to war loans: nevertheless, 
if the last war ts any criterion, deposits should continue on the 
upgrade 

Advances were £46,251,000, as compared with £44,421,000 a 
year ago. They have been appreciably higher during the 
twelve months under review, and at one time were over fifty 
million pounds 


FUNDS 


TIRADE DEVELOPMENT 
Reports from our trading centres all express the difficulty of 
forecasting the future under war conditions, but they are unani- 
mous in expecting that there will be great activity. Government 
control ts designed to provide an ample supply of raw material 
for war needs, as well as to subdue speculation and wide 
fluctuations in price, and to these ends ordinary trade and 
mndependent activities are subordinated, but one day the world 
will be turning again to peace. Grave difficulties will face us 
then owing to the dislocation caused by war 
It is vilal, therefore, that the trade of the country should be 
vigorously expanded, and in particular the export side, whereby 
we largely meet the cost of imports which supply both the 
sinews of war and our foodstufls.. | spoke last year of the 
exigency of developing our export trade. The necessity § is 
greater to-day. The insistence of industrialists and trade asso- 
ciations in drawing attention to this most important question, 
is not only serving the trader's point of view, but also the wider 
sphere of national interest, which urgently requires the adoption 
of a definite policy. We are now, more than ever, the world’s 
best customer, and great efforts should be made to ensure that 
our trade is reciprocal to the fullest extent possible. We can 
only supply those markets abroad if our prices are competitive. 
With our experience of the harm wrought by the unprofitable 
contest between rising cost and rising pay, there should be 
ready acceptance of war-time regulations, rationing, taxation 
of increased earnings, and, not least, the determination to help 
to win the war by savings for subscription to Government 
loans. So far. as the bank is concerned, you will wish there 
should be, apart from the maintenance of strength and_ security, 
unstinted service to the needs of the country in any appropriate 
direction.—(Applause.) 
The report and accounts were adopted. 


Investments and Securities. 


Expanding investment business is the feature of stock 
markets. The gilt-edged section in particular has 
responded in a remarkable manner to the announcement 
of the Government's conversion offer in respect of the 
£350,000,000 4} per cent. Conversion loan, to be 
redeemed on July | next. Conversion will be into a 
2 per cent. stock 1943-45. Although the new stock will 
be short dated. nevertheless the low rate of 2 per cent. 
has had a strong effect. 

lt confirms the belief in the Government's cheap 
money policy and its determination to borrow for war 
purposes at as low rates as possible. The conversion 
does not form a part of any new War Loan operation, 
and in fact involves no “new money.” It will play an 
important part, however, in establishing favourable 
conditions for big war borrowing when it comes, 

Gilt-edged prices have now risen to levels which equal 
practically the highest of 1939. 

This lead has stimulated investment business in other 
sections of markets. With longer business hours to 
come, next month’s prospects of further expansion in 
Stock Exchange business appear hopeful. 


NEED FOR SAVING 


A final and definite answer to the vexed question of 
saving or spending was given by Mr. Edwin Fisher, Chair- 
man of Barclays, the first of the big Banks to hold its 
annual meeting. In the early days of the war a reasonable 
maintenance of spending was helpful in preventing 
exaggeration of the inevitable dislocation of trade and 
employment. As each day passes however this need becomes 
less important. As our war effort grows the call to spend 
gives way to the call to save. It is Utopian to hope, said 
Mr. Fisher, that in war time there will be no rise in prices. 
He emphasised the need to prevent as far as possible, 
however, “the vicious spiral in which now prices, now 
wages, seek for the ascendency.” The individual, he con- 
tinued, .is therefore being urged to save, and to the extent 
he saves Government expenditure will be facilitated and 
competitive bidding up of prices avoided. By limiting our 
own consumption, moreover, we shall not only reduce 
imports but set free supplies that can be exported, 


VITAL EXPORTS 


The vital importance of exports has been emphasised by 
many leading business men in recent months and is likely 
to be given prominence in most of the Bank Chairmen’s 
speeches. Mr. F. A. Bates, the Chairman of Martins Bank 
Lid. has long been a strong advocate of the development 
of British exports. At this week's annual meeting he 
pointed out fhat not only is it more than ever necessary 
to-day, in view of our commitments for war, but at a 
moment when Britain is the world’s best customer there is 
an opportunity to forward the movement with the utmost 
vigour. United and purposeful action should not be 
difficult to achieve, he said, since all leading industrialists 
and trades unions are in line on this important question. 
The strength of Martins Bank position in these times. Mr. 
Bates added, is eminently satisfactory. Deposits are at a 
new high level and under war conditions may continue 
on the up-grade, while advances to traders show an 
appreciable increase. 


BUILDING SOCIETIES 


The outbreak of war has undoubtedly had a marked 
effect on the building industry and new building for private 
purposes has come practically to a standstill. This change 
in conditions must of course be reflected in building 
societies’ business. It does not, however, by any means 
follow that their business has ceased. In fact the Halifax 
Building Society, the largest in the country, has recently 
announced that during the first four months of the war 
it has advanced about £1,500,000 on mortgage. During the 
same period, moreover, its bank balances have increased 
by £2,250,000. The building societies are still serving the 
community as far as they can under war conditions and 
they still enjoy the confidence of a very large body of small 
investors. 


“IMPS” DIVIDEND 


The dividend announcement and preliminary statement of 
the Imperial Tobacco Co. for the year to October 31 last was 
received with considerable satisfaction in the market. The 
final dividend is maintained at 7} per cent. while there is 
a cash vonus of 8 per cent. against 10 per cent. to make 
23 per cent. against 25 per cent. for the year. These pay- 
ments, however, are tax free, and allowing for the higher 
rate of tax on the final payments the gross rate of dividend 
is practically speaking the same as a year ago. There is 
again £500,000 to reserve and the carry forward will be 
£1,613.000 against £1,384.487 brought in. These figures 
indicate a net profit of about £10,220.000. about £466,000 
below last year's figure, but the reduction is evidently 
entirely due to higher taxation. The market for the £1 
ordinary units responded quickly to the news and the price 
rose to £6 Is.

WAR-TIME PROBLEMS 
MR. EDWIN FISHER’S SPEECH 


The forty-fifth ordinary general meeting of Barclays Bank, 
Limited, was held on January 24, at the head office of the Bank, 
54, Lombard Street, London, E.C. 

Mr. Edwin Fisher (Chairman) presided and referred to the 
amalgamation of the business of the Union Bank of Manchester, 
Limited, with that of their own Bank. He recalled that it was 
just over twenty years ago that an offer was made to the share- 
holders of the Union Bank of Manchester to exchange their 
holdings for shares of Barclays Bank. Practically all the share- 
holders availed themselves of the offer, and shortly afterwards 
Barclays Bank acquired the remaining shares For twenty 
years the two Banks had worked in the closest relationship and, 
what was more, with a degree of harmony which augured well 
for the new regime. 

Ihe net profit for the year ended December 31 last, after 
payment of all charges and after making provision for all bad 
and. doubtful debts and for contingencies, amounted to the sum 
of £1.784.880 To this sum had to be added £527,719 brought 
forward from the previous year,. making a total to be dealt 
with of £2,312.600. The Directors had appropriated £200,000 
to contingency account and £150,000 to reduction of premises 
account, and recommended final dividends of 5S per cent., making 
10 per cent. for the year on the “ A * shares, and of 7 per cent., 
making 14 per cent. for the year, on the “B”™ and “C” 
shares. less income tax at 7s. in the £ in each case, involving a 
sum of £676,954 and leaving a balance of £530,581 to be carried 


forward 
SPENDING AND SAVING 


He recalled that in the first days of the war much advice 
had been sought and given on the vexed question of spending 
and saving The advice given was often conflicting, and the 
individual was left somewhat in doubt as to which course to 
pursue. In those early days, many influences were causing loss 
of employment to workers, and it was natural and rght to 
stress. the need to avoid an exaggerated curtailment 
of private expenditure so that trade should not be unduly 
depressed. As each day passed, this need was becoming less 
important, for as the country’s war effort grew, as more and 
more of the labour force was absorbed in the fighting services, 
and as more and more of the industrial organisation was diverted 
to the production of munitions, the call to spend gave way to 
the call to save. By limiting their ‘own consumption, they 
would not only reduce unnecessary imports but would also set 
free supplies that could be exported. 

Not the least of the problems facing the Government in 
financing the war was the provision of foreign exchange with 
which to purchase supplies from abroad, and the solution of 
this problem would play a part the importance of which could 
not be exaggerated. 

The external resources of the United Kingdom were large, 
and steps had been taken to mobilise them. They would, how- 
ever, be well advised to guard jealously these oversea asscts, 
for they could not easily be replaced. Every endeavour, there- 
fore, should bé made to pay for their necessary imports by the 
results of current effort. 

EXPORT TRADE 

The searchlight of attention had been rightly focused with 
more than usual intensity on the importance of export trade, 
and there was no doubt as to the vital part which this arm played 
when Britain was at war—a part which ranked among the 
foremost when they came to appraise and pass under review 
the strength of the national armoury Control of both imports 
and exports was essential in war time, in order that the country 
might be able to use its external purchasing power to the best 
advantage and to ensure that the needs of the fighting Forces 
were fully met. 

Although under a system of control a certain amount of 
freedom must be surrendered by the trading community, control 
at its best should be so ordered as to cause a minimum ol 
inconvenience and disturbance—control operated by persons 
who had understanding and who would not stifle trade by the 
imposition of dispensable formalities. Trade should be allowed 
to expand and develop, so far as might be, in a normal, healthy, 
and unrestricted fashion subject only to that degree of control 
which the emergency of. the times properly imposed. 

Finally,. the Chairman said: “ Economic strength will play 
such an impressive part in war that no opportunities must be 
lost in the solution of the problem of how to sell more and more 
goods abroad The Government, the individual citizen, and 
the manufacturer all have their separate tasks to perform. The 
question of supplies will be the responsibility of the Govern- 
ment, who will decide the priorities to be observed, and the 
individual will assist by limiting his consumption. The manu- 
facturer, despite control and despite the difficulties of . selling 
abroad under war conditions, retaining his initiative, will seek 
to gain a sure foothold in every available market. Essentiat™ 
as that is to-day, it will be of transcendent value in the days 
that lie ahead, when. the war over, we are called upon to face 
and deal with the many problems that must assuredly arise.”

“ Killycreggs in Twilight,” by Lennox Robinson, which 
is excellently played at the Torch Theatre. is one of those 
extremely skilfully written plays that are admirably suited 
to a small theatre like this.

Entitled 
“La Revue d'Elegance,” it justifies its name, presenting a 
wealth of costume and spectacle in which “ the female form 
divine,” beauty more or less unadorned, provides tasteful 
embellishment. Two particularly attractive items are “ The 
Birdcage ” and “ My Fairy Coach.”

MUSIC 
FLEET STREET CHOIR 
Fine Performance of Faure’s Requiem 


Fauré’s Requiem, sung by the Fleet Street Choir with 
the London Philharmonic Orchestra at the Courtauld- 
Sargent Concert at the Queen's Hall last week, comes as 
near tO conveying the true spirit of the title as any, and 
considerably more than most, of the music which has been 
written around this service for the departed. Its very 
lack of strong emotion is in keeping with the entire senti- 
ment of a Requiem, which, after all, is not a traversing 
of a hero's exploits in this earthly life, but a solemn prayer 
for those who are beyond all our other help or influence. 

Under T. B. Lawrence the choir and orchestra main- 
tained the atmosphere of prayer and committal throughout, 
and the soloists, Margaret Field-Hyde and Norman Walker, 
equally entered into the mood. Nor must Dr. Lofthouse’s 
work at the organ be overlooked. 

Elgar's. “Give Unto the Lord,” which preceded the 
Requiem, was more roughly handled, but after the interval 
Mozart's Motet, “Ave Verum,” and other works exempli- 
fed the fine quality of this choir of amateurs. 


SOLOMON AND GRIEG’S CONCERTO 


Solomon, at last Sunday's. Popular Concert at the Queen’s 
Hall, played a work I had not heard him handle before: 
Grieg s Pianoforte Concerto. The experience was exhila- 
rating, for he brought vigour and passion to the first and 
last movements, but more clearly than ever before I -was 
brought to realise through his hands that the real weakness 
of the work is in its slow movement. If Grieg had written 
a movement with a haunting melody there is no doubt 
that Solomon would have made it live for us, but this 
short Adagio has not enough character—it fails to appeal. 

Dvorak’s “Carnaval” Overture, which opened the pro- 
gramme, gives plenty of scope for boisterous performance, 
and Charles Hambourg certainly made the orchestra give 
of their loudest. -A little suite for orchestra—three melo- 
dies by Byrd. orchestrated by Gordon Jacob-—made the 
old-time music sound richly colourful on modern though 
not harshly unpleasant lines.. And “ Scheherazade” after 
the interval recaptured a good deal of. its erstwhile charm. 


GERMAN RELIGIOUS SONGS 


Ihe second in the series of teatime concerts at Queen 
Mary Hall in aid of two very deserving funds, the Christian 
Council for Refugees and the Musicians’ Benevolent Fund, 
given last Thursday evening, brouglit a very unusual treat. 
Emmy Heim sang groups of songs by Schubert and Hugo 


Wolf, but she opened her programme with a group of 
German religious songs, most of them from the late 
sixteenth and early seventeenth centuries, and one with a 


melody which may date as far back as the twelfth century. 
The tranquil rapture of all these songs spoke of days 
which, for some at Feast, must surely have been a golden 
age, far removed from the world of to-day. They spoke, 
too, of a Germany, or rather a German people, of a deep 
and abiding kindliness and gentility.

Victor Fleming and the M.-G.-M. have gone one 
better than the cartoon film by recognising that the world 
of fairyland approximates far more closely to the real world 
of human beings than any cartoon picture can convey.
